Elsewhere along the 165-mile 
front extending from Orel south- 
ward to Belgorod through the Rus- 
sians’ Kursk salient, repeated en- 
emy tank and infantry assaults, 
were beaten off by Russian de- 
fenders who hurled incendiary bot- 
tles at onrushing giant tiger tanks. 

The cost to the Germans in their 
bid to flatten the Kursk bulge 
mounted to more than 42,000 killed, 
2338 tanks destroyed or damaged 
and 1037 planes lost—with yester- 
day’s toll alone 2000 killed, 272 
tanks hit or burned out and 83 
planes downed. 

Situation at Belgorod. 

The communique described in 
this manner the tremendous strug- 
gle at Belgorod where what breaks 
the Gernians had made were be- 
ing sealed off and liquidated by 
the Red Army’s elastic defense: 

“The Germans brought into the 
battle large reserves and are at- 
tempting to develop the offensive.

Field dispatches 
told of Russian withdrawals fol- 
lowed by savage counterattacks, of 
a line that bent and formed again 
and again. 

“Fire Bag” Defense. 

The Russians had studded the 
plains with camouflaged tanks dug 
into the soil, forming ambushes 
they called “fire bags,” and in a 
single one of these grim traps they 
announced that 40 more German 
tanks had been destroyed before 
the enemy was able to extricate 
his column.

1S PLANES BOMB 
JAP NAVAL FORCE 
OFF NEW GEORGIA 


Two Hits Scored on 
Group of Cruisers and 


Destroyers — Yanks 
Block Munda Road.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
July 11 (Sunday).—American 
planes bombed Japanese cruisers 
and destroyers attempting to

Two 500-pound bombs scored hits 
on the enemy ships; what damage 
they dealt could not be observed 
and since then the whereabouts of 
the enemy force has not been re- 
ported.

The Japanese troops defending 
Munda, reported to be in consid- 
erable numbers and prepared for 
a last ditch stand, exhibited re- 
alization of the peril posed by the 
roadblock, 

In their first attempt to clear 
it, 60 of their number were killed 
in an unsuccessful attack, the com- 
munique said, American casual- 
ties were light. 

Reports indicated that our 
troops which landed on July 5 
above Munda at Rice Anchorage 
have securely occupied the Enogai 
inlet two miles northeast of Bai- 
roko, 

Munda Bombed. 

Bivouacs and supply areas in 
the Munda defense perimeter were 
plastered by 67 tons of bombs. 

Above New Georgia on Kolom- 
bangara Island, the supply depot 
of Vila was attacked by medium 
bombers with a fighter escort.

Like Millions of Flies’ on Beaches, 
Says Flyer of Landings in Sicily 


‘Water Black With 
Barges,’ Another Re- 
ports—‘Johnny Dough- 
boy Sure Doing a Job 
Over There.’ 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 10 (AP).— 
The first eye-witness accounts of 
the Allied landings in Sicily came 
today from American flyers who 
had bird’s-eye views of the opera- 
tions. 

“Johnny Doughboy was sure do- 
ing a job over there this morn- 
ing,” exclaimed Lieut. James Arm- 
strong of Muskogee, Ok., one of the 


first airmen back with a report of 
the big push. 

Col. Samuel J. Gormley Jr., of 
Alhambra, Cal., one of the aerial 
group commanders, said: 

“The coastal waters of Sicily 
were black with invasion barges 
and supporting naval craft, and all 
water between Sicily and Tunisia 
was full of craft shuttling back 
and forth like San Francisco Har- 
bor in the good old days.” 

Another group 
Lieut. Col. Joseph Thomas of 
Pomona, Cal., declared that “every- 
thing seemed to be co-ordinated 
and going along smoothly over 
there.” 

Describing the actual landings, 
one pilot, Roscoe Johnson, of Chi- 
cago, said: 

“It looked like a million flies 
crawling up the beaches. It was a 
beautiful sight.” 

Second Lieut. Donald Justier, of 
St. Albans, N, Y., said: 

“The ships came rolling up in 
waves and our boys were simply 
pouring over the beaches. It’s 
hard Ao see how the Italians could 
do much fighting with so many 
planes pounding them from above.” 

Few Enemy Planes. 

The majority of the pilots cover- 
ing the powerful forces that went 
ashore reported they encountered 
few fighters and light antiaircraft 
fire, 

Reconnaissance photographs of 
strong points were brought back 
by Lieut. Armstrong, and inside of 
an hour they had been developed 
and studied and a group of pilots, 
flying the new American A-36 
fighter-bomber, were taking off to 
attack them. 

Lieut. Col. John D. Stevens of 
Laramie, Wyo., reported seeing di- 
rect hits on a locomotive and two 
trains during his fighter-bomber 
sweep and it is known that an- 
other 40-car train received square 
hits. .

Harbor at Allied Invasion Base 
Appeared as Solid Mass of Ships

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

The harbor was like a pot-bellied 
cannon aimed at Italy, and they 
loaded it to the mouth. 

This was in the last days before

The harbor ig a rough crescent 
and the hills rise steeply around. 
The streets of the town terrace 
the hillside, one above the other. 

Convoys came, freighters and 
tankers and empty transports rid- 
ing high in the water.

vancing inland under a power- 
ful aerial cover, Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s headquarters announced 


tonight. 

An Allied communique officially 
pronounced the opening blow at 
Europe a success, 

(A Vichy radio broadcast said 
the Allies had landed between 
Syracuse and Catania. These two 
cities, below Messina, are about 40 
miles apart on the eastern Sicilian 
coast.) 

(The landing wag “without seri- 
ous loss,’ Edward Gilling, repre 
senting the combined British 
press, said tonight in a dispatch 
dated from Algiers.) 

Heading Northward. 

Hitting the precipitous south- 
eastern coast, the Allied troops, 
American, British and Canadian, 
appeared to be aiming northward 
along the coast to isolate the 
major ferry terminals linking Sic- 
ily with the Italian mainland. 

“By 6 a. m. this morning,” said 
the first detailed official account, 
“enemy opposition had been coum 
tered and the success of all land- 
ings was already assured.” 

The first @vasion barges struck 
the coast at 3 a. m. 

The warships of six United Na- 
tions, stretching for miles over the 
Mediterranean, turned the muzzies 
of their guns shoreward and fired 
the first terrific blast against the 
island's defenses, 

“By 7:30 a. m.” the communique 
said, “our troops were advancing 
and our artillery was being put 
ashore.” 

“Fighting continues and more 
troops, with their guns, vehicles, 
stores and equipment, are being 
landed by the Royal and United 
States navies.” 

One returning airman—of the 
hundreds also aloft during the as- 
sault—compared the naval salvoes 
to “a volcanic eruption,” said the 
entire ocean path to Sicily was 
iclogged with Allied shipping of 
all kinds, and declared that the 
enemy’s air power appeared to be 
paralyzed. 

Indicated Strategy. 

The direction of the Allied land 
attack, and the quick landing of 
motor vehicles and artillery, sug- 
gested this strategy:

mainland across the Messina 
Strait.

While Liberator bombers from 
the Middle East command were 
pouring it down on Taormina and 
tearing apart one of their favorite 
targets, the Comiso airdrome in 
Sicily, planes of the Northwest 
Africa Force were sweeping widely 
over other centers of enemy power. 
These and all the other success- 
ful Allied air attacks, however, 
great and damaging as they were, 
were not believed here to have 
materially reduced the fighting ef- 
ficiency of the Nazi and Fascist 
divisions standing now against a 
storm for the first time blowing 
directly at the continent of Europe. 
Large Canadian Force. 
The Canadians engaged in the 
operation were said to comprise 
the greatest assault force Canada 
has ever assembled, but there was 
no announcement of its strength. 
It was the first time the 
Canadians had been in battle since 
the big raid on Dieppe last August 
and the lessons of that costly ven- 
ture have been applied to develop 
new landing techniques.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
More than 6000 naval craft and 
9000 airplanes were added to the 
naval forces in the first half of 
1943, the Navy reported today. 

Landing craft accounted for sub- 
stantially more than half of the 
added combatant ships, which in- 
cluded battleships, aircraft car- 
riers, cruisers, destroyers, destroy- 
er escorts and submarines.

Decisive Moment Is When Enemy Countér- 
attacks—Few Modern Successes in Big-- 
. Scale Amphibious Operations.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 10 (AP).— 
Veteran military observers re- 
ceived the news of the successful 
Allied landings in Sicily with un- 
concealed satisfaction tonight, 
but they said, “it’s much too early 
for unlimited optimism.” 

Decisive days are still 
they said.

ROME SAYS FASCISM’S FATE 
IS IN BALANCE IN INVASION 


‘Moment Is Decisive for Us and For Anglo- 


Americans,’ Newspaper Asserts—Weak- 
ing Party Aids Arrested. 


BERN, Switzerland, July 10. (AP) 
—Italy acknowledged tonight that 
the hour which will decide the fate 
of fascism began with the Allied 
landing in Sicily. 

The comment that came from 
Rome was calmly phrased. Fas- 
cist propaganda and preparatory 
Allied bombs had well prepared 
the nation for the offensive. Weak- 
ening fascist party members and 
those suspected were arrested in 
the past few days in considerable 
numbers. Fascism done what it 
could. 

The effect that could be ex- 
pected from that preparation was 
fatalistically suggested by the 
Rome newspaper La  Tribuna 
which said tonight: “The moment 
is decisive for us and for the 
Anglo-Americans.” 

Both Allied and Axis sources 
spoke of the fierce resistance 
Sicily’s defenders were making, 
but details were awaited. 

Rome comment, however, did 
make clear that propaganda would 
seek to show that the Allies chose 
the easiest objective, which would

TRUMAN REPORT 
UFTS SECRECY ON 
NEW US. PLANES 


Navy Disclosed to Have 
‘Exceptional’ Fighter in 
Grumman Hellcat — 
Corsair ‘Fine’ Model. 


VERDICT ON MOST 
TYPES FAVORABLE 


Committee Finds Mustang 
Is Superior to P-40, 
Praises Thunderbolt 
and Lightning. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
The Truman Committee lifted to- 
day some of the secrecy surround- 
ing America’s newest warplanes, 
and at the same time made a crit- 
ical appraisal of older types, find- 
ing some excellent, some inferior. 
Generally the verdict was favor- 
able. 

In a 30-page report on aircraft, 
the committee discussed several 
planes heretofore secret and told 
of revisions in others to improve 
their battle performance. 

The committee unveiled a new 
Navy fighter “capable of exception- 
al performance” in the Grumman 
F6F, known as the Hellcat, and 
presumably the successor to the 
famed F4F, called the Wildcat. 

In telling of the Hellcat, the 
committee mentioned the Chance- 
Vought F4U (Corsair) which has 
been in action in the Pacific for 
gome time. The committee called 
the Corsair “a fine naval] fighter,” 


but said Vought-Sikorsky had not 
made as good a production record 
as Grumman. 

New Army Planes. 

New Army planes mentioned by 
the committee included: 

The Douglas A-26, “an improved 
version” of the Douglas A-20 
(Havoc), versatile enough to per- 
form manifold tasks, including 
night fighting, low-level bombing, 
and strafing. The Havoc, as a 
night fighter, helped win the bat- 
tle of Britain. With: different 
equipment, the same plane becomes 
the Boston, and has been widely 
used for cross-channel bombing 
missions, and in many other parts 
of the world. 

The Northrop P-61, a two-engine 
fighter, intended for use at night. 
The committee noted, however, 
that progress on this plane has 
been slow and it is far behind 
achedule. 

While hinting of bigger and bet- 
ter bombers, the committee said 
that for reasons of security it 
could not refer in a public report 
to “matters with respect to four 
engine bombers and improve- 
ments thereon.” 

This recalled a recent statement 
by Charles E. Wilson, executive 
vice-chairman of the War Produc- 
tion Board, that a super-bomber 
is on the way. Wilson likewise 
gave no details. 

The Truman group found no 
fault with the Boeing B-17 (Flying 
Fortress) and the Consolidated 
Liberator (B-24), the Army’s pres- 
ent four-engine bombers, remark- 
ing that their performance “is 
well known.” 

Report on Pursuits. 

Among the single-engine Army 
fighters, the committee called the 
North American P-51 (Mustang) 
superior to either the Curtiss- 
Wright P40 (Warhawk) and the 
Bell Airacobra (P-39), but dis- 
closed that an improved version 
of the Airacobra is under construc- 
tion, while the Warhawk will be 
discontinued except for replace- 
ments and trainers. 

The Republic P-47 (Thunder- 
bolt), which recently has seen con- 
siderable action over Europe, was 
called “a good fighting plane, es- 
pecially at high altitudes,” and the 
report added: 

“The Army was slow to recog- 
nize the value of this plane, be- 
cause of the Army’s primary inter- 
est in low-altitude planes, such as 
the P-40. After belated recognition 
was obtained, difficulties were ex- 
perienced in perfecting it for pro- 
duction, which have now been 
overcome. It has been used in 
the past several months in Eng- 
Jand against German fighters, and 
the committee is informed its per- 
formance is good.” __.. 

The two-engine Lockheed P-838 


(Lightnings), which has seen aC- + 


tion on many fronts, won the com- 

mittee's full approval: “It has 

proved to be a very fine plane.” 
Mitchell Bomber Praised. 

Turning to two-engine bombers, 
the committee found the North 
American B-25 (Mitchell) “a valu- 
able plane, and rate of production 
is very substantial,” and disclosed 
that the Army plans to taper off 
the production of its running mate 
in the medium bomber field, the 
Martin B-26 (Marauder) at Martin 
plants in Baltimore and Omaha in 
order to use facilities “to produce 
other types of planes.” 

The committee said the Marauder 
had accomplished many important 
missions, but “difficulties with the 
plane and the high cost of produc- 
tion and maintenance” led to the 
decision to taper off production. 
Because of “unusual difficulties” in 
landing and take-off, the commit- 
tee said, it had been necessary to 
especially train pilots to fly the 
Marauder. 

Another disclosure was that the 
P-51 Mustang is being equipped 
with a Packard-built Rolls-Royce 
two-stage engine, and with this

put of combat planes, and that 
they power the North American 
B-25 Mitchell bomber, of the type 
which raided Tokyo; the Navy’s 
crack torpedo plane, the Gruman 
Avenger, the Hudson A-29 recon- 
naissance bomber, the Ventura 
B-34 medium bomber, and two 
Lockheed transports, the Lodestar 
C-60 and the Constellation. 

In effect, the Truman report 
charged, the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation was abetted in its 
practices by Army Air Forces’ in- 
spection personnel, 

Misrepresen s Alleged. 
“Apparently led by the chief 
inspector of the Army Air Forces, 
Lieut. Col. Frank C. Greulich,” the 
Truman Committee related, “these 
officials made specific and mate- 
rial misrepresentations to the 
committee, attempted to intimi- 
date witnesses, introduced evi- 
dence designed to discredit wit- 
nesses, which had been specially 
prepared for that purpose, made 
misstatements under oath, and 
otherwise attempted to impede the 
committee’s investigation.” 

The Truman Committee stated 
that “a substantial number” of 
airplanes using motors fabri- 
cated at Lockland have suffered 
crashes in which engine failure 
was involved. It declared that 
more than 25 per cent of all 
engines built at this plant have 
consistently failed in one or 
more major parts during a three- 
hour run test. 

“Records furnished to the com- 
mittee by the Army Air Forces as 
being complete,” the report contin- 
ued, “show that, while the Lock- 
land plant has been producing en- 
gines since 1941, .t has been impos- 
sible, thus far, to complete success- 
fully a required 150-hour quality 
test in three.such tests run. One 
engine failed in less than 28 hours 
and the second in less than 33 
hours, while the third, which com- 
pleted the full run, was in such 
condition at the end that it was 
considered definitely unsatisfac- 
tory.” 

Curtiss-Wright Subsidiary. 
The Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration is a wholly-owned sub- 

sidiary of the Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration, and has its chief office in 
Paterson, N. J. The Lockheed 
plant, just outside Cincinnati, to- 
gether with all property and equip- 
ment, is owned by the Government 
under a contract with the Defense 
Plant Corporation. 

Through excessive zeal of its 
salesmen and ‘relations built up 
with the War and Navy Depart- 
ments in prewar years, the com- 
mittee found, Curtiss-Wright “has 
enjoyed spectacular and unprece- 
dented success in obtaining war 
contracts.” It has received more 
of these than any other company 
with the single exception of the 
General Motors Corporation. The 
total was $4,717,500,000 on March 
1 last, and has been increased 
since by several billions. Virtually 
all of the contracts are for planes, 
engines and propellers. 

Waste Is Charged. 

In addition to purported derelic- 
tions of the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation, the committee said 
of Curtiss-Wright: 

Tens of millions of dollars 
have bee1x wasted at Ourtiss- 
Wright plants in Columbus, O., 
and St. Louls, the former for 
building the Navy’s Helldiver 
and the latter for making its 
Army counterpart, the A-25. 

(Details published on Page 3A.) 

In advertisements costing $12,- 
448, which were approved by the 
Navy and based on an Admiral’s 
speech, Curtiss - Wright has 
sought to give the erroneous im- 
pression that the Curtiss SBC2 
Helldiver is the best dive bomb- 
er in the world and is making 
an important contribution to the 
war. The fact is that Curtiss- 
Wright, which was to have com- 
menced production of this craft 
in December, 1941, has not yet 
succeeded in building a single 
SBC2 which the Navy considers 
usable as a combat plane. 

Owing to the vast momentum 
of Curtiss-Wright contracts, the 
biggest production of fighter 
planes in the country is still 
that of the P-40 series, though 
it was relatively obsolete at the 
time of Pearl Harbor and is re- 
garded as at best a second choice 
by American, English and Rus- 
sian flyers. 

Curtiss-Wright received a large 
contract for a new fighter called 
P-60. It has been discontinued, 

The company worked out a de- 
vice which was exhibited to the 
committee as a turret to end all 
gun turrets. The Navy has re- 
cently informed the committee 
that it has found the Curtiss- 
Wright turret unsatisfactory, and 
expects to replace it with a bet- 
ter model. 

Report on Willow Run, 

Curtiss-Wright is not the only 
‘company to which the committee 
gave attention, The best adver- 
tised war plant in the country is 
the Ford Motor Co.’s mammoth 
Willow Run, which was intended 
to show the aircraft industry how 
to dash planes off the assembly 
belt like automobiles. The ship 
chosen for the lesson was the Con- 
solidated B-24 Liberator, a four- 
engine bomber. 

Not until recently, according 
to the report, did Willow Run 
succeed in turning out a single 
Liberator which was qualified for 
battle service. In consequence,

Predicting a vast increase 
over the output of 64,000 planes 
in the year ended June 30, the 
committee declared: 


“Our enemies have not yet 
felt the full weight of our air 
power. Coming months 
will bring an ever-increasing 
flood of destruction.” 


Nevertheless, the committee 
was critical of several aspects, 


“Many tens of millions of dol- 
lars have been wasted,” the re- 
port declared, in production of 
the Helldiver dive bomher for 
the Navy at Curtiss-Wright 
plants. To date, the committee 
said, Curtiss-Wright has not 
been able to build a single one 
which the Navy considers to be 
usable as a combat airplane. 


Further, the report continued, 
the Army has virtually written 
off dive bombers as a modern 
weapon against land forces, but 
the Navy still believes they may 
have substantial uses and wants 
to buy many more of them. 


Truman Report on Warplanes: 
U. S. Output Biggest in World 


HE 30-nage printed report of the Truman Committee dealt 
comprehensively with American warplane production which, 
on the whole, was described as “unequaled anywhere else 


The committee said it is a fact 
that the present type dive 
bomber may soon become obso- 
lete. 

Other highlights of the re- 
port and recommendations: 

The number of models should 
be reduced and production con- 
centrated on proven models. 

The Navy “should be cen- 
sured” for its “official indiffer- 
ence” to the helicopter, which 
the committee praised as a val- 
uable new device with vast pos- 
sibilities as a military and na- 
val adjunct. 

The B-26 Martin Marauder, 
two-engine Army bomber, has 
“unsafe” landing and takeoff 
characteristics and its produc- 
tion will be tapered off. 

The Army is “not enthusias- 
tic” about gliders, and the pro- 
gram has been cut back. 

Fully ‘half of the léngthy re- 
port was filled with allegations 
of . shortcomings of Curtiss- 
Wright and its subsidiary at 
Lockland, 


its products were relegated to 
duty as trainers. The Ford com- 
pany, it was further alleged, has 
been unable to fulfill its con- 
tracts for Liberator parts which 
were to be delivered to assembly 
plants at Fort Worth and Tulsa. 

As a result, the Fort Worth plant 

is far behind schedule, and the 
Tulsa plant has been switched to 
other work. The committee ac- 
knowledged that Ford was ham- 
pered by several hundred modi- 
fications of design in Liberator 
specifications. 

Brewster Firm Criticised. 

In the words of the Truman re- 
port, the Brewster Aeronautical 
Corporation, which was to produce 
the Brewster SB2A dive bomber, 
“turned in a miserable perform- 
ance.” 

The Navy’s four- and two-engine 
flying boats are so vulnerable and 
slow that the committee found 
their use in Alaskan bombing op- 
erations, against Japanese Zeroes, 
to have been “most improper.” Yet 
the Navy has programmed these 
ships in tremendous numbers, 

The International Nickel Co., 
Inc., according to the report, spent 
$80,000 in nationwide advertising, 
approved by the Navy Public Re- 
lations Office, stating falsely that 
“today helicopters shadow subs.” 
The fact is, declared the commit- 
tee, that the Navy today has no 
helicopters at all, and no naval 
officer ever flew one until the last 
few weeks. 

“Not only was the Navy not in- 
terested in rotary-wing aircraft,” 
the report asserted, “but it re- 
sented external pressure to compel 
it to give consideration to the de- 
velopment.” 

The War Department's active 
ald in evolving the helicopter was 
declared to have been “in sharp 
contrast to the Navy's lack of in- 
terest.” 

Army Prejudice Charged. 

But the Army was censured for 
its long and stubborn refusal to 
see the necessity for high-altitude 
pursuit planes. 

It was Army prejudice, accord- 
ing to the report, which caused 
years of neglect in the case of 
the Republic P-47 Thunderbolt, a 
high-altitude pursuit, which has 
only recently come into use in 
raids over Germany. Both the 
Army and Navy were reprimanded 
for the large number of different 
types of planes now in production. 
Some of these were declared to 
have been obsolescent at the time 
of Pearl Harbor, while many oth- 
ers never have been tried on the 
fighting front. 

Because the Army Air Forces 
sought at the start to smother in- 
vestigation at the Wright Lock- 
land plant, the customary penalty 
ensued. The committee devoted 
particular attention to this fac- 
tory, and the resulting account is 
voluminous, detailed and scathing. 

During last January, as _ the 
Post-Dispatch revealed nearly two 
months ago, a group of Army in- 
spectors at Lockland, all of whom 
are civilians, tfaveled at their own 
expense to Washington and com- 
plained to Senator Truman in per- 
son that they were being com- 
pelled to pass leaking and faulty 
motors, which they believed would 
prove perilous: to the lives of 
American airmen, A preliminary 
investigation disclosed consider- 
able basis for the complaints. 

At the request of the Army and 
Wright Company, which promised 
to make their own inquiry, the 
committee withheld its hand. After 
more than a week, a closed hear- 
ing session was called. One of 
the witnesses, Brig. Gen, Bennett 
E. Myers, was quoted as testifying 
that nothing wrong had been 
found with inspection and man- 
agement at the Lockland plant. He 
was corroborated by Wright execu- 


tives, pe 
Held Secret Hearings.

plunged into .the task in deadly 


earnest. During two weeks of 
secret hearings in Cincinnati, Day- 
ton and Washington, 1286 pages of 
sworn testimony were assembled. 
This evidence indicated that leak- 
ing engines had been sold to the 
Government; that unsafe ma- 
terials had been found in com- 
pleted motors ready for shipment; 
and that reports from the com- 
pany’s own field representatives 
showed that these parts had

“The committee found,” the 
report said, “that the company 
was producing and causing the 
Government to accept defective 
and substandard material. This 
was accomplished in the follow- 
ing ways: 

“1. By the falsification of tests. 

“2. By destruction of records. 

“3. By improperly recording 
results of tests. 

“4, By forging inspection re- 

rts. 


“5. By falling to segregate sub- 
standard and defective material. 

“6. By failing to promptly de- 
stroy or mutilate such defective 
and substandard material. 

“7, By orally changing toler- 
ances allowed on parts. 

“8. By circumventing the sal- 
vage committee set up to pass 
on the usability of parts outside 
tolerances, 

“9. By allowing production to 
override the inspection force, 
thereby destroying morale of 
both company and Army inspec- 


tors. . 
inspection 


“10. By 
operations.” 

All these charges except No, 8 
were contained in the Govern- 
ment's petition. The corporation 
will have 20 days for filing of its 
answer. 

Report on Inspectors. 

The Army Air Force last year 
awarded an “A” inspection rating 
to Lockland. The result was that 
prime responsibility for inspection 
was placed on the company. The 
plant’s inspection personnel was 
raised to 2400, while that of the 
Army fell to 70, distributed in 
three shifts. It was discovered, 
the Truman committee said, that 
most of the Army inspectors ap- 
pearing before it showed an undue 
regard for the company’s interests, 
and that their evident desire was 
to protect Wright Aeronautical. 

“Feeling was deliberately fos- 
tered among Air Forces inspec- 
tors,” the Truman Committee re- 
ported, “that they must be co- 
operative with the company if they 
were to get along well in their 
jobs.” Co-operation was found to 
signify the acceptance of faulty 
product, “During the committee's 
investigation,” the report contin- 
ued, “one inspector was actually 
transferred for the sole reason 
that he refused to pass an engine 
that was leaking gasoline.” A su- 
pervising inspector was barred 
from all Wright plants after he 
had made “an honest report” on 
Lockland conditions at the request 
of the Chief of the Inspection Sec- 
tion of the Army Air Forces, at 
Wright Field, Dayton. 

Through an elaborate series of 
appeals, the committee assertea, 
“the company was able not mere- 
ly to get almost anything past in- 
spection, but to convince the Army 
inspection force that it was futile 
to attempt to reject material over 
the company’s objection,” An ad- 
verse decision by an inspector was 
sent up in turn, if necessary, to 
his supervisor, then to the assist- 
ant inspector in charge, then to 
the inspector in charge, next to 
the technical adviser to the Air 
Forces on Wright engines at the 
parent plant in Paterson, and final- 
ly to Wright Field itself. 

Company inspectors were also 
subjected to pressure, the report 
narrated, when they became insist- 
ent on rejecting material. “The 
committee found: cases,” it was 
said, “in which company inspectors

had been reprimanded for calling 

defective material to the attention 

of Air Forces inspectors. 
“Visual” Inspection. 

“Army inspectors were refused 
access to precision instruments 
with which to check suspected ma- 
terial. Their inspection was lim- 
ited to purely visual examinations. 

“Army inspectors were denied re- 
jection stamps of any kind, and 
had no way to identify later or 
to follow up any material which 
they might have rejected.” 

A summary of these findings was 
delivered to the War Department, 
and created such agitation that the 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, 
Robert A. Lovett, took the matter 
out of the hands of the Army Air 
Forces and appointed a_ special 
board, headed by Lieut. Gen. Wil- 
liam S. Knudsen, to investigate 
conditions at the Wright Aero- 
nautical Plant. 

A separate inquiry was ordered 
into the alleged misconduct of 
Army officers in attempting to de- 
ceive the Truman Committee. Two 
months passed before the latter in- 
quiry was begun, the _ report 
charged, and it has not yet been 
completed. The comment was of- 
fered that “misconduct of this 
character should be investigated 
promptly, and appropriate discipli- 
nary action should follow immedi- 
ately.” 

“Col. Greulich,” it was related, 
“specifically told the committee 
that one report had been made 
orally and not in writing, and that 
another written report had never 
been seen by him. Both reports, in 
writing, had been seen by Col. 
Greulich and bore very importantly 
on conditions at the plant. Both 
referred to vigorous and detailed 
complaints which had been made 
by inspectors on duty there. 

“Col, Greulich specifically told 
the committee that the author of 
one of these reports, Maj. Walter 
A. Ryan, would be found in De- 
troit, at a time when Col. Greulich 
well knew that Maj. Ryan was with 
him in Washington and was imme- 
diately available for appearance be- 
fore the committee. : 


Says He Took Report. 


“Col. Greulich intercepted the 
author of these reports when he 
came to see the committee in Cin- 
cinnati, and actually took the re- 
port from the person carrying it 
before it could be delivered to the 
committee. 

“The committee witnessed the 
unpleasant spectacle of a Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, a Major and sev- 
eral high civilian officials telling 
entirely different and contradic- 
tory stories about a meeting 
which all had attended. This 
meeting was one at which it was 

to penalize an inspector 
who had made an honest report 
on conditions at the plant. 

“The committee had the fur- 
ther unpleasant experience of be- 
ing handed an alleged personnel 
file concerning, four inspectors 
who had been removed from their 
duties at the plant because they 
insisted on rejecting defective 
material, The file purported to 
be a record of their past employ- 
ment, and was alleged to show 
that the men involved had been 
trouble-makers. On scrutiny it 
appeared that the entire file had 
been prepared just a day or two 
before the hearing, and was not 
a regular file of thelr employ- 
ment at all.” 

In contrast with the above, ac- 
cording to the report, Gen. Knud- 
sen and his board went promptly 
to work. A preliminary report 
was made on April 17 and a final 
one. on June 28. 

“In the main,” the committee re- 
port pronounced, “the Army’s 
Board of Investigation made the 
same findings of fact as the com- 
mittee, There is, however, some 
disagreement as to interpretation 
of the facts, and particularly as to 
the seriousness of the acts com- 
mitted and the culpability of the 
individuals involved, With such in- 
terpretation the committee cannot 
agree.” 

Corrections Being Made. 

Following upon the board’s in- 
quiry, the report continued, correc- 
tive measures were put into effect 
which “should assure that defects 
are caught before the lives of air- 
craft crews are imperilled. En- 
gines in storage are being thor- 
oughly checked. The Army Air 
Forces have undertaken to trace 
every engine shipped from the 
plant during the period in which 
unsatisfactory conditions existed. 
The location and examination of 
these engines should go far to 
minimize the possibility of defeo- 
tive engines getting into service.” 

The report noted that the com- 
mittee has turned over the records 
of its hearing and other material 
to the War Frauds Division of the 
Department of Justice “for such 
action as is deemed warrantable.” 

“The Lockland plant,” accord- 
ing to the committee’s summary 

of the case, “is a glaring example 
of the concentration of contracts 
in large plants, with inexperi- 
enced management, trying to get 
out large production on a fixed- 
price contract and _ ruthlessly 
slashing quality to maintain pro- 
duction schedules. 

“This company has been fur- 
nished, at Government expense, 
with the finest plant and machin- 
ery available. By permitting de- 
fective materials to be passed 
and variations to be made from 


blueprint tolerances, the Govern-

ment also maintained the myth 

of precision manufacture for the 

benefit of the company.” 

The report was filed with the 
secretary of the Senate by Senator 
Mon C, Waligren (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, chairman of the Truman Sub- 
committee on Aviation, who an- 
nounced that the committee is en- 
gaged in a study of military plane 
crashes and will make a report on 
the subject at a subsequent date. 
“The committee is concerned,” he 
explained, “about the large number 
of such ,casualties, particularly in 
noncombatant operational flights 
in this country. 

“Most Favorable” Possible. 

Senator Waligren declared that 
today’s report was “the most fa- 
vorable and least critical that the 
committee could render, and at the 
same time fulfill its duty to the 
Senate and the public to make an 
honest appraisal of the aircraft 
program,” 

There is no question, he added, 
that by peacetime standards hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have 
been wasted, and that “huge 
sums could have been saved by 
the exercise of that degree of ef- 
ficiency which the country is en- 
titled to expect from the Army, 
Navy and private firms involved.” 

He recalled that the military ap- 
propriation bill, recently enacted 
by Congress, provided 28 billions 
of dollarg for Army aircraft, in ad- 
dition to 36% billions previously 
appropriated to the Army for avia- 
tion and 12 billions to the Navy. 

“The expenditure of such huge 
sums,” he said, “is a matter of the 
greatest concern to every person 
in the United States, as we shall 
be taxed for the rest of our lives 
to repay them.” 

In preparing the report, Senator 
Walligren related, the committee 
gathered and analyzed a vast 
amount of information, and held 
conferences with leaders of the 
aircraft industry anda with repre- 
sentatives of the Army, Navy and 
War agencies with jurisdiction in 
this field. Nearly all of the im- 
portant aviation plants were in- 
spected, some of them several 
times. 

The committee’s conclusions with 
respect to Curtiss-Wright and 
Wright Aeronautical, he declared, 
were reached only after months of 
investigation and after the com- 
panies had received full opportunity 
to make their own inquiries and 
submit any material which they 
felt would be pertinent. 


“A Great Success.” 

On the other hand, continued 
Waligren, the committee empha- 
sized in ita report that “it wants 
to avoid the possibility of con- 
veying an impression, through 
references to situations which 
have been bad, that the aircraft 
program is a failure. The con- 
trary is true. From an over-all 
standpoint, the program has been 
@ great success, 

“We have succeeded in build- 
ing an air industry in the Unit- 
ed States which our foes cannot 
hope to equal. During the calen- 
dar year 1942 approximately 48,- 
000 airplanes were produced, The 
number for the 12 months ending 
June 30, 1943, was 64,000. The 
present enormous rate will be 
vastly increased. Moreover, there 
will ® greater proportion of 
the best and most useful planes. 
Both the Army and the Navy 
testified that in general they ex- 
pect to have trained crews availl- 
able in sufficient numbers to 
man the planes produced in ac- 
cordance with their programs.” . 

In general, the committee found 
that in most plane factories there 
has been “enormous waste” of man 
power, some of it because men 
were hired before there was any 
work for them to do. 


Commends Admiral. 


In counterbalance to its stric- 
tures against Lieut. Col. Greulich, 
the report commended Rear Ad- 
miral Ralph E. Davison, assistant 
chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
“whose frankness and candor were 
in sharp contrast to some Navy 
officers who have testified before 
the committee.” 


After confessing disappointment 
over the performance of Curtiss- 
Wright and recommending that 
the War Department renegotiate 
all contracts with this corporation, 
the committee admitted that Cur- 
tiss-Wright has its merits. 

“It must be borne in mind,” 
stated the report, “that despite 
difficulties and failings, Curtiss- 
Wright, like all corporations, has 
made signal contributions to the 
war effort. It has produced hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of war 
goods. Its engines, planes and 
propellers, though not always of 
the best, have been usable and of 
great value on the fighting fronts. 
Some of its products have been 
exceptionally good. 


“The company and those em- 
ployed by it should continue the 
work they have started to correct 
the defects referred to in this 
work, so that Curtiss-Wright may 
continue to merit the high reputa- 
tion it had previously obtained as 
a producer of fine airplanes and 
engines.” 


These concessions did not pre- 
vent the committee from insisting 
that “Curtiss-Wright was guilty 
of gross negligence in not ascer- 
taining and correcting inspection 
difficulties at its Lockland motor 
plant, though it knew that the 
safety of pilots and aircraft crews 
was involved.”

PLANES FRIGHTEN 3 SISTERS 
ON BEACH AND TWO DROWN 


SANTA ROSA, Cal. July 10 
(AP),.—Three sisters screamed, 
then stumbled into a deep water- 


hole as two planes roared low over 
the Russian River resort where 
they were wading. 

Two of the sisters, Rose and 
Loulse Guidotti, aged 24 and 19, 
of Salinas, Cal., drowned yesterday.

CURTISS-WRIGHT HEAD SAYS 
PLANES SPEAK FOR SELVES 


Engines From Lockland (O.) Plant Used in 
Bombing of Tokyo—No Faulty Parts 
Ever Knowingly Delivered. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
The text of the statement by G. 
W. Vaughan, president of Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation commenting 
on the Truman committee report, 
follows: 

“The only way to judge the 
merit of a military airplane, en- 
gine or propeller is the way it 
performs in actual combat. By 
that yardstick, Curtiss-Wright 
management and employes feel 
that the performance of their 
equipment speaks for itself, and 
that they are making an out- 
standing contribution to the win- 
ning of the war. 

“At the start of hostilities, Cur- 
tiss-Wright employed a total of 
approximately 8000 employes. To- 
day we employ approximately 
180,000. ‘Shipments for the war 
effort have been increased more 
than 25 times between 1938 and 
1942. We did not seek this ex- 
pansion but undertook it at the 
request of the Government and 
as a patriotic duty. 


Mistakes Inevitable. 


“It is inevitable in such a gigan- 
tic effort that some mistakes have 
been made, but they have in no 
way affected the finished products 
which have been flowing in such 
vast quantities from our produc- 
tion lines to our fighting forces 
on the various battle fronts. 

“In its report the Truman com- 
mittee referred to the Curtiss P-40 
fighter planes as follows: “These 
planes were usable and have per- 
formed valuable work on the va- 
rious fronts, but were really obso- 
lete at the beginning of the war 
and of much more limited value 
than other fighting planes pro- 
duced by other American compa- 
nies and by the British.’ Yet the 
P-40 has been continuously mod- 
ernized since our entry into the 
war and it has been the backbone 
of United States Army fighter 
squadrons, with a very successful 
record in every theater of the 
war, having shot down from three 
to 20 enemy planes for every P-40 
lost. 

Denial of Committee Charge. 

“The company emphatically de- 
nies the statement made by the 
committee that the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation has at any 
time sold or delivered to the Gov- 
ernment, or anyone else, products 
known to the company to have 
contained defective or substandard 
parts. Wright has categorically 
denied this specific allegation and 
insists on its right now and at 
all times to repudiate as false and 
unwarranted any such charges. 

“It is unfortunate that the Tru- 
man Committee has misinterpreted 
standard and recognized manufac- 
turing and inspection procedures 
which have led them to conclude 
that the engines turned out by our 
Lockland plant are not up to the 
high standards we have always 
maintained, Typical of the tech- 
nical inaccuracies in the commit- 
tee’s report is the following state- 
ment: ‘More than 25 per cent of 
the engines built at the plant have 
consistently failed in one or more 
major parts during a three-hour 
test run.’ The term ‘failure’ in this 
connection is inaccurate as the 
actual procedure is one of replace- 
ment after test of parts showing 
evidence of malfunctioning under 
actual operation conditions. Ac- 
tually, this procedure indicates 
thorough inspection backed by a 
policy of maintaining quality re 
gardiess of the quantity of engines 
produced, As a matter of fact, no 
engine is allowed to be shipped 
until actual test indicates all parts 
are correct and functioning prop- 
erly. 

Findings of Army Board. 

“This ig borne out by the follow- 

ing findings of the Army Board, 
headed by Lieut. Gen. William S. 
Knudsen, which investigated con- 
ditions at the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation’s plant at Lockland, 
O., as quoted in the Truman re- 
port: ‘In spite of the feeling 
among some in the plant that 
many defective engines must 
necessarily be shipped because of 
poor inspection, this was not sub- 
stantiated either by investigation 
or by the service records produced 
by the Army Air Forces. The 
record of engines in service which 
were assembled at Lockland, O., 
prior to the period during which 
it is found that there was unsat- 
isfactory inspection, compares 
favorably with the record of other 
types. It must be remembered 
that after parts are inspected they 
are tested after assembly into) 
engines and these tests reveal de- 
fects not discovered during  in- 
spection, Defects may appear 
during -service which even the 
most rigid inspection and tests 
will fail to reveal.’ 
“This ig corroborated by the 
testimony of Mr. Harry W. Lake, 
Chief Administrative Procurement 
Inspector and Chief of the Engine 
and Propeller unit of the techni- 
cal center, materiel center, Day- 
ton, O., who testified as quoted in 
the Truman report, ‘we went over 
their inspection quite thoroughly 
and their inspection is based upon 
the procedure which has been 
built up over a period of 23 or 24 
years.’ 

Lockland Engines’ Record. 
“Engines built at our Lockland 
plant have played an outstanding 
part in the war effort to date. 
They powered the North American 
B-258 that bombed Tokyo and 
played a major part in the battle 
of Midway, in North Africa, and 
in fact practically every theater of 
the war. All the information we 


have been able to obtain indicates 


that these engines past and pres 
ent have a record at least as good 
as, if not better than, any other 
engine for performance, reliabil- 
ity and satisfactory service. 

“Curtiss-Wright welcomes at all 
times official investigation of its 
activities. We recognize that the 
Truman committee in its report 
is exercising one of the most 
cherished rights of our Democrat- 
ic way of life—the right for repre- 
sentatives of the people to openly 
examine and criticize anything 
and everything that affects the 
national life. We believe that this 
criticism serves a useful purpose 
in calling attention to things 
which can and have been reme- 
died in the ever-pressing task of 
producing military equipment of 
the quality and quantity which the 
war demands.” 


Curtiss-Wright Airplane Division 
Chief Defends Helldiver. 


COLUMBUS, O., July 10 (AP). 
—J. P. Davey, general manager of 
Curtiss-Wright’s airplane division, 
took issue today with the Senate 
Truman committee's criticism of 
Navy Helldiver dive bomber 
production here, 

“This plant was requested to de- 
sign and build a dive bomber su- 
perior, in range, speed and bomb 
capacity to any single-engine dive 
bomber in service,” Davey said. 
“Such an airplane has been de- 
signed and built... . 

“No one in this organization 
would deny that we have had ofr 
troubles in getting this complex 
and powerful dive bomber into 
production. But we are insistent in 
our belief that most of these 
problems have been solved.” 

Davey said the claim that the 
Helldiver was “the best dive 
bomber in the world” did not orig- 
inate with Curtiss-Wright. “They 
are the statements of Navy offi- 
cials and of impartial military 
aviation experts,” he asserted,

FOR 4 TRAFFIC VIOLATIONS 


Robert Hoff, a 21-year-old elec- 


trician who gave his address as

Views Given in Two Ways. 

Roosevelt's views on the military 
situation in Europe, as a result of 
the latest Allied progress, were 
given out in two ways. First, his 
press secretary, Stephen Early, re- 
leased excerpts from an impromptu 
talk which the President made last 
night at a White House dinner 
honoring,the French Gen. Henri 
Honore Giraud. 

A little later, the White House 
issued the text of a message to 
Pope Pius XII in which the Presi- 
dent assured the leader of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church that 
“throughout the >deriod of opera- 
tions the neutral status of Vatican 
City as well as of the Papal do- 
mains throughout Italy will be re- 
spected.”. 

The message had opened with 
a reference to the landings in 
Sicily and a statement by the Pres- 
ident that “our soldiers have come 
to rid Italy of Fascism and all its 
unhappy symbols, to drive out the 
Nazi oppressors who are infesting 
her soil.” 


He advised the Pope that in the 
fighting to come churches and re- 
ligious institutions would be spared 
the destructions of war to the ex- 
tent “that it is within our power.” 

The recital of events at last 
night’s dinner proved it to be one 
of the most dramatic state func- 
tions held at the White House in 
many a month. Roosevelt and 
his guests, French and American 
military, naval and civilian of- 
ficials, sat down to dinner about 
8:15 p. m., and. the affair went 
routinely until about 9 o'clock. 
Then Roosevelt received word that 
landings actually had been made 
on Sicily. 

The President was sitting with 
Gen. Giraud on his right and Gen. 
George C. Marshall, the American 
chief of staff, on his left. Across 
the table were Secretary of. State 
Hull, Admiral William D. Leahy, 
the President’s personal chief of 
staff; and Admiral Ernest J. King, 
commander in chief of the fleet. 
Possibly no item of news could 
have been more exciting to these 
men and no subject more heavily 
on their minds at that time than 
the Sicilian invasion, 


But with his sense of the dra- 
matic, Roosevelt kept his informa- 
tion to himself until the conclud- 
ing stage of the dinner about 10 
o'clock. At that time he rose to 
assembled gueste with these 
propose a toast and thrilled his 
words: 

“T have just had word of the 
first attack against the soft under- 
belly of Europe.” 


Pledges Secrecy Till Midnight. 


At that point the President 
moved into a very brief descrip- 
tion of the invasion of Sicily after 
pledging his heroes to keep secret 
all he told them until midnight. 
This pledge was necessary because 
simultaneous release times had 
been fixed for Washington, Lon- 
don and North Africa. 

“The operations have begun,” 
the President said, “we won’t get 
definite news until later but the 
news will be coming in from now 
on.” 

Roosevelt hailed the operation 
as an outstanding example of 
carefully accomplished planning 
and of co-operation between 
American and British forces. Sim- 
ilar co-operation, he said, has been 
achieved with the French forces 
in North Africa, 

“Beginning of the End.” 

The operation against Europe's 
“soft underbelly” has a great many 
objectives, Roosevelt declared, al- 
though “of course the major objec- 
tive is the elimination of Ger- 
many.” 

“ Last autumn (when North 
Africa was invaded),” he went on, 
“the Prime Minister of England 
called it the end of the beginning.’ 
I think you can almost say that 
this action tonight is the begin- 
ning of the end.” | 

He then began speaking almost 
directly to Gen. Giraud assuring 
him that “France is one of the 
directions” in which Allied forces 
will strike to destroy Hitler's hold 
on Europe. Not only will the peo- 
ple in Southern France be liber- 
ated, he said, but also “the people 
in Northern France—Paris.” 

Speculation on Northern Thrust. 

It was this statement which led 
to speculation that the President 
envisions invasion thrusts into 
Europe from both the Mediter- 
ranean’and the British Isles. 

He praised the co-operation 
which the French military and 
naval forces in North Africa had 
given the American forces there 
and he said that he thought the 
“older regime” of France is “break- 
ing down.” 

When Roosevelt had completed 
his assurance of all help and as- 
sistance in the arming the French 
forces of liberation and in freeing 
France and its people from Ger- 
man enslavement, Gen. Giraud 


affirm that respect for religious 
beliefs and for the free exercise of 
religious worship is fundamental 
to our ideals. Churches and re- 
ligious institutions will, to the ex- 


tent that it is within our power, 
be spared the devastations of war 
during the struggle ahead, 


“Throughout the period of opera- 
tions the neutral status of Vatican 
City as well of the Papal domains 


throughout Italy will be respected. 
“I look forward, as does Your 


Holiness, to that bright day when 
the peace of God returns to the 
world. We are convinced that this 
will occur only when the forces of 
evil which now hold vast areas of 
Europe and Asiaf enslaved have 
been utterly destroyed. On that 
day we will joyfully turn our en- 
ergies from the grim duties of war 
to the fruitful tasks of recon- 
struction. In common with all 
other nations and forces imbued 
with the spirit of goodwill toward 
men and with help of Almighty 
God, we will turn our hearts and 
our minds to the exacting task 
of building a just and enduring) 
peace on earth.” |

U. S. NAVAL UNIT 
SHELLS KISKA ISLAND

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
| Shells from an American warship, 
| pounding Kiska for several hours, 
have forced the Japanese to reveal 
‘location of some of their shore 
batteries. This, naval sources said, 
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should help prepare the way for 
the expected landing of Ameri- 
can ground troops to drive the 
enemy from that Aleutian islands 
base. 

It was disclosed today in, meager 
reports of the bombardment, 
carried out during the early morn- 
ing hours of Friday when a light 
surface vessel moved into the 


'waters off the southeastern shore 
'of Kiska. 


Standing off shore, the warship, 
not identified by type, sent shell 
after shell screaming toward 
enemy positions in the Gertrude 
Cove area, 


Then the Japanese opened up 
with shore-based artillery, appar- 
ently unable to take the pounding 
without attempted retaliation. The 
Navy reported that shells of the 
shore batteries “caused no dam- 
age.” 

Three days earlier a naval task 
force had bombarded Kiska with- 
out encountering any enemy fire. 
It was presumed then that orders 
had been given by the Japanese to 
refrain from firing on the war- 
ships. Such¥ an order could indi- 
cate that the Japanese desired to 
hold the shore batteries in reserve 
for use against an invading force. 

A delayed dispatch by William 
L. Worden, Associated Press cor- 
respondent, assigned to headquar- 
ters of the Alaska defense com- 
mand, said there was every indica- 
tion the Japanese are working 
desperately to fend off an ex- 
pected attack on Kiska. He said 
American aerial raiders reported 
recently a feverish activity; gun 
positions were changed; extensive 
‘building programs were under way, 
and there were other indications 
the Japanese were doing all they 
could, while the summer fogs 
were giving them partial protec- 
tion from bombings. 

Japanese now are preparing new 
defenses against aeria), amphibious 
and sea attacks, and are attempt- 
ing to set up land defenses which 
might embarrass any naval vessels 
which again shell the island as 
they did in the fall of 1942,

JAPS SAY THEY SANK 
6 SHIPS IN KULA BAY 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP.)—A 
Japanese communique broadcast by 
the German radio today claimed 
the sinking of six United States 
warships July 4-5 in Kula Gulf in 
the Solomons, ‘cluding a cruiser 
of the Helena class and a destroy- 
er of the Strong class. 

The United States navy has ac- 
knowledged the loss of one war- 
ship, the cruiser Helena, in a bat- 
tle in which nine Japanese war- 
ships were listed as sunk. The de- 
stroyer Strong was sunk earlier in 
the present Solomons campaign. 

The broadcast boosted Japanese 
claims regarding United States 
losses. It said a “light cruiser of 
the Santa Fe type,” destroyer of 
the Strong class and an unidenti- 
fied warship were sunk July 4, and 
a cruiser of the Helena type, an 
unidentified light cruiser and an 
auxiliary cruiser on July 5, Jap- 
anese losses were not mentioned. 

The United States cruiser Santa 
Fe is one of 32 ships of the Cleve- 
land class, displacing 10,000 tons,

STATE'S LONGEST, 
MOST EXPENSIVE 


Appropriations of 255 
Million to Require All 
of Revenues and May 
Dip Into Surplus.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10— 
The Sixty-second Missouri General 
Assembly reconvening Monday 
after a week end recess for the 
final week of its session, has been 
the longest legislative session in 
the history of the State. Its ap- 
propriations of approximately 255 
million dollars for the biennium 
are the largest ever made by any 

Missouri Legislature. 

To.meet the appropriations it 
will be necessary not only to use 
all of the expected revenues, but 
also to dip into the general rev- 
enue fund surplus of nine million 
dollars to the extent of at least 
three million, and even more if 
revenues should show a slump, as 
they may, 

Faced with the necessity of in- 
creased appropriations for the 
penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions because of the increased cost 
of food, the legislators cast aside 
their early promises of rigid econ- 
omy and did not meke savings in 
other places to meet the increased 
costs, 

While the exact appropriation 
figures are not yet available, due 
to the fact that two of the finan- 
cial bills are still in conference 
committees, and one out of com- 
mittee but not finally passed, the 
total will be approximately 255 
million dollars, a figure about five 
million higher than in 1941, the 
previous high. 

As a matter of fact, there was 
little hope of economy after Gov. 
Donnell sent his budget to the 
Legislature in January carrying 
a total from the general revenue 
fund of 118 million dollars, which 
was approximately 13 million more 
than was expended in the last bi- 
ennium. While the Legislature 
whittled this down about 10 mil 
lion it did not cut the allotments 
within the expected revenues. 

76 Million Avaliable, 

State revenues are ‘divided into 
two classifications, those in the 
general revenue fund, derived from 
direct taxes such as sales tax, 
income tax, inheritance tax and 
property tax; and fees and funds, 
derived from special taxes and 
licenses, such as gasoline tax, blind 
pension tax and numerous fees. 
The appropriationg from fees and 
funds cannot be expended unless 
the money actually is received. 

Consequently, a balanced budget 
is concerned only with the general 
revenue fund. There are differ- 
ences of opinion as to the amount 
of revenue collections which may 
be expected, but the general esti- 
mate is 100 million dollars, of 
which a third, or approximately 33 
million, is set aside for the public 
schools, leaving about 67 million, 
to which may be added a surplus 
of nine million’:from the last bien- 
nium to make a total of 76 million 
which is available for expenditure. 

The appropriations committees 
of the Senate and House started 
the preparation of bills in the 
hope that the nine-million-dollar 
surplus could be left intact and 
appropriations limited to expected 
revenues.

Ship Disabled by Cannon, Oxygen Mask 
Torn Off, He Drops 10,000 Feet Before 
Pulling Ripcord — Lands Safe.

AT AN ADVANCED AIRBASE 
IN NORTH AFRICA, July 10 
(AP).—Twenty-four-year-old Lieut. 
Robert Emile Armstrong of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., has a black eye and a 
slightly cut forehead as the only 
souvenirs of his fourth and most 
exciting victory over enemy air- 
craft plus a 35,000-foot parachute 
jump which probably set a record 
for the North African theater. 


Armstrong was flying a Spitfire 
when he attacked a well-armed 
Junkers-86 reconnaissance plane 
at 35,000 feet. His cannon jammed, 
so he pursued his victim at short 
range, firing machine guns, 

He got in a killing blow, but not 
before a cannon shell from the 
Junkers hit his canopy windsfiteld, 
knocking off hfs oxygen mask and 
helmet and disabling the Spitfire. 

Dazed, but aware of the danger 
from the loss of oxygen, 
strong bailed out and dropped 
10,000 feet before pulling the rip- 
cord to open his parachute, 

“T had no oxygen equipment, 
and I didn’t want to hang around 
in the upper altitudes,” he ex- 
plained. 

Then he lost conscioqusness but 
regained his senses at about 10,000 
feet altitude. : 

He landed and hiked three 
miles to a highway where an Army 
engineers detachment took him to 
a field hospital for examination. 
A few hours later he rejoined his 
squadron. 

The pilot of the Junkers, who

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
Martinique, French possession in 
the Caribbean, will snap its last 
ties with Vichy and line up with 
the Allies in a few days, it was 
reported today. 

A French source who preferred 
to be anonymous said that Henri 
Etienne Hoppenot, designated as 
plenipotentiary, probably would 
leave Washington this week end 
to take over Martinique and 
Guadaloupe from Vichy High Com- 
missioner Admiral Georges Rob- 
ert. The Commissioner asked that 
a change of authority be effected. 

It is also possible, this source 
said, that Vice Admiral Robert 
Battet would accompany Capt. 
Robert Lambert, commander of 
the battleship Richelieu, to take 
charge of the three French war- 
ships and several merchant ves- 
sels in the Martinique harbor. 

Confidence thus was expressed 


that Martinique would be lined up 
with the United Nations in the 
fight against the Axis before Gen. 
Henri Giraud, commander of 
French forces in North and West 
Africa, leaves Washington for Al- 
giers. 


Gen. Giraud’s mission here after 
only three days virtually is com- 
pleted. He will go to New 
York next week, however, for a 
July 14 celebration of Bastille Day, 
the French national holiday, before 
returning to his African headquar- 
ters where he serves also as co- 
president, with Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, of the French Committee 
of Nationa] Liberation.

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CHALLENGES ASSERTION 
ON ZIONIST MOVEMENT 


Head of Organization Here 
Says Most of U. S. Jews 
Favor Palestine Plan. 


The Zionist movement to estab- 
lish a Jewish \ national homeland 
i: Palestine is supported by the 


majority of American Jews, I. R. 
Goodman, president of the Zion- 
ist Organization of St. Louis said, 
today, taking issue with the state- 
ments of Lessing J. Rosenwald, 
which were published in 
Post-Dispatch June 30. Good- 
man said Rosenwald “is clearly in 
error” when he stated the Zionist 
movement is perhaps not favored 
by the majority of Jews in Amer- 
ica. 

Rosenwald, regarded as one of 
the nation’s: most outspoken non- 
Zionists, was in St. Louis to dis- 
cuss the formation of a chapter 
of the American Council of Juda- 
lism, Inc., an organization present- 
ing the views of non-Zionists. 

“It is naive to imagine, as Ros- 
enwald does,” Goodman said, “that 
the millions of homeless and up- 
rooted Jews will readily find 
places of refuge after the war. 

“During the black decade of 
Hitler, Palestine alone has ac- 
commodated as many refugees as 
the rest of the world. We fer- 
vently hope that after the war 
Allied Nations will gladly offer 
havens to hundreds of thousands 
of victims of Nazi oppression. 
But regardless of what other coun- 
tries may or may not do, _ the 
‘masses of Jewry in every land 
‘confidently expect that the gates 
of Palestine shall not be. closed 
to those who seek to escape from 
the nightmare which is occupied 
Europe. 

“Rosenwald may indulge him- 
self the luxury of attacking Zion- 
ism in behalf of a small group of 
affluent Jews, but the genuine 
leaders of American Israel have 
time and again advocated the 
cause of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine.” 

Goodman’s statement contained 
the names of the following organ- 
izations as favoring the Zionist 
movement: St. Louis Council, 
American Jewish Congress, rep- 
resenting 110 organizations; St.

Fast shooting by American avi- 
ators downing Japanese Zeros “so 
fast you couldn’t watch them all” 
was described yesterday by Sergt. 
John Poniske Jr., who witnessed 
the exciting action on Guadalcanal 
last Nov. 12 after he whhad landed 
with the Marines as the second 
reinforcement group. 

Sergt. Poniske, who is visiting 
his parents at 838 Tower street, 
Belleville, wears the insignia of 
the Order of the Purple Heart— 
token of a wound received in com- 


bat—and. possesses a commenda- 
tion from his regimental com- 
mander attesting to his efficiency 
in action. 

Telling of an engagement when 
American planes downed 30 Zeros, 
Sergt. Poniske recalled that he 
had a “front row seat.” 

“It took about 10 or 15'minutes 
to get the 30 planes;” he said, 
“and they fell so fast you couldn't 
watch them all. All night long, 
you could see hot shells flying 
through the air.” 

Another thrilling encounter he 
witnessed in the South Pacific 
area, he said, was the famous en- 
gagement between the cruiser San 
Francisco and two Japanese war- 


ships. 
Blasted Both Ships. 

“The San Francisco pulled be- 
tween the two Jap warships,” 
Poniske recalled, “and was at 
such close quarters with them 
that they couldn’t lower their 
guns far enough to hit anything 
except the bridge. The San Fran- 
cisco then knocked hell out of 
both ships, hitting them broad- 
side.” 

Sergt. Poniske, who is 21 years 
old, was with an outfit that land- 
ed in the center of Guadalcanal, 
splitting the Japanese forces and 
eventually causing their defeat. 
He suffered his wound last Jan- 
uary from a sniper’s bullet. 

His convoy, sailing from Pago- 
Pago in the Samoan Islands, 
Poniske said, wasn’t attacked until 
it reached the landing beach, when 
Japanese artillery shelled them 
from concealed mountain emplace- 
ments. The Japanese big guna, 
he said, would be pulled back into 
concealment before American 
bombers could get their range,

Corp. Albert Ellebracht, son of 
Mr. and Mrs, William Ellebracht 
of Baden Station, who was 
wounded by a shell fragment dur- 
ing a dive-bombing attack on

Shaken by F. D. R. Com- 
ment on Lack of Au- 
thority to Force Con- 
tract—Seek Assurance. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
Representativee of the Appalach- 
jan area coal mine operators 
called on James F. Byrnes, War 
Mobilization director, today for 
assurance that comments by 
President Roosevelt at a press 
eonference yesterday “do not con- 
stitute capitulation by the Gov- 
ernment” to Johr L. Lewis, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers. 

The President told questioners 
yesterday that he knew of no law 
which could compel Lewis to sign 
a contract with the operators as 
directed by the VYvar Labor Board. 
He asked what good it would do if 
he sent Lewis a note in longhand 
on pink paper asking him to sign 
as the WLB directed. He said he 
doubted that authority existed for 
taking over the UMW. That last 
comment was in answer to a re- 
minder that Montgomery Ward & 
Co. had signed a union contract 
upon his order, he said sanctions 
existed in that case in the form 
of authority to take over the firm. 

Operators’ Statement. 

A statement, released today by 
R. L. Ireland Jr. and Edward 
R. Burke, said: 

“We have not lost faith in the 
War Labor Board and the Office | 
of War Mobilization. We do not 
fee] that the Administration will 
continue to tolerate the present 
interruption of coal production nor 
that it will continue to deprive us 
of possession of our mines. To do 
s0 would mean completc capitula- 
tion to Mr. Lewis and that, in turn 
would be a threat to the entire 
industrial structure of the nation.” 

Appended to the operators’ state- 
ment was a copy of a letter they 
gent Byrnes yesterday, saying: 

“We have before us your letter | 
eof June 30 in reply to our letter 
of June 23 to the President in 
which you state ‘the Government 
is giving careful consideration to 
the steps which may be taken to 
obtain full compliance with the 


June 18 directive of the National 
War Labor Board without increas- 
ing the risk of interruption of min- 
ing relations.’ 

“We have just seen the report on 
the President's press conference 
this morning. It is being inter- 
preted by the coal industry as an 
answer to our letter of June 23 to 
the President and our letter to you 
of June 30.

President's remarks to mean that 
the administration has decided not 
to require compliance by Mr. 
Lewis and that, therefore, Mr. 
Lewis, through his defiance of 
Government, has gained his point. 
and that they would have been 
better off to have joined with Mr. 
Lewis in the making of a contract. 
They fee) that their negotiating 
committees were wrong in trying | 
to support the stabilization pro- 
gram. 

Call for Assurance. 

“If the coal industry is to re-| 
tain its faith in the authority of 
the War Labor Board and the 
power of your office, it is essen- 
tial that you give us some assur- 
ance that the President’s remarks 
this morning do not constitute ca- 
pitulation by Government to Mr. 
Lewis.” 

Byrnes’ letter of June 30 to Ire- 
land and Burke said there “has 
been no promise or commitment by 
the Government that the mines 
will be operated by the Govern- 
ment until October 31 or for any 
stated period.” 

“The Government desires to re- 
turn the mines to their owners as 
soon as this can be done without 
increasing the risk of interruption 
of mining operations,” Byrnes went 
on.

Council Wires Roosevelt 
It Is ‘Imperative We 
Have No Further Ex- 
perimenting.’

CHICAGO, July 10 (AP).—P. O. 
Wilson, chairman of the Live Stock 
and Meat Council, today said the 
organization had sent a telegram 
to President Roosevelt urging that 
full control of meat and livestock 
be placed in the hands of the War 
Meat Board. 

The Live Stock and Meat Coun- 
cil, which represents more than 
100 of the leading livestock and 
meat associations in the country, 
' gaid the War Meat Board does not 
have the authority it needs to 
function properly. 

The meat board, recently cre- 
ated, is composed of representa- 
tives from the War Food Adminis- 
tration, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, the Army Quartermaster 
Corps, livestock producing associa- 
tions and meat packers. 

In its telegram, the council as- 
serted, “It is imperative that we 
have no further experimenting, 
such as live animal ceilings and 
allocations, but permit the intelli- 
gent management of our meat sup- 
ply by the War Meat Board. This 
board was created ... togget maxi- 
mum meat production and to dis- 
tribute it properly at prices in line 
with the national policy as it may 
be determined from time to time.” 

The council said that, “In the 
face of the largest total cattle sup- 
ply this country has ever had, we 
are startled by the fact that the 
federally inspected slaughter last 
week, after taking care of the 
needs of the armed forces, pro- 
vided less than one-half pound of 
beef for each person in this coun- 
try to consume this week.” 

The small supply of meat avail- 
able to civilians, the council said, 
resulted because cattle feeders had 
“lost confidence.” 


REQUEST TO CERTIFY STRIKE 
ON BARGE LINE HERE TO WLB 


A strike of 16 Negro stevedores 
of the Mississippi Valley Barge 
Line, which has held up delivery 
of five million pounds of cargo 
for two weeks, was repofted yes- 
terday as “beyond conciliation” 
and referred to the Chicago re- 
gional office of the United States 


Conciliation Service for certifica- 
tion to the War Labor Board. The 
report was made by C. A. La Val- 
ley, of the conciliation service. 

Much of the freight, held about 
equally at St. Louis and Memphis, 
Tenn., is consigned to war plants 
in the St. Louis area. It includes 
15,000 pounds of chlorine needed 
for three water systems in the 
Mississippi Valley. The United 
States Public Health Service was 
asked by an official of a Memphis 
chemical company yesterday for 
aid in releasing the chlorine. 

The walkout, which occurred 
June 28 among members of Local 
1621 of the AFL International 
Longshoremen’s Association, re- 
sulted from a disagreement on the 
stevedores’ demands for a 40-hour- 
a-week pay guarantee. They re- 
ceive 67 cents an hour and there 
is ample work at this time. The 
company contended work was sea- 
sonal and it could not give a year- 
round guarantee to pay men “when 
there is nothing to do.”

I said ‘How 
far inside. ‘This far,’ Newsom 
said, gesturing. I told him it 
wasn’t far enough inside and he 
virtually told me I was a liar. 
Nobody can talk to me like that 
as long as I'm managing the club 
and that goes for all the players.” 

The pre-game flareup_ result- 
ed when Third-baseman Arkie 
Vaughan declared Newsom's sus- 
pension was unjust. 

He took his uniform from his! 
locker, walked up to Durocher and, 
said: “Well, here's my uniform. 
You can do what you want.” Out- 
fielder Dixie Walker said that all 
the players should stick together 
in whatever action they decided to 
take. 

“The first I knew about it,” Du- 
rocher explained, “was when 
Vaughan handed me his uniform.” 

Durocher refused to lift the sus- 
pension and called for volunteers 
in order to field nine players 
against the Pirates. He asked each 
player individually whether he 
would go on the field. When game 
time arrived only the starting bat- 
tery, Curt Davis and Bobby Bra- 
gan, were on the diamond. Ten min- 
utes later all the Brooklyn team, 
with the exception of Vaughan, 
put in an appearance. 

During the first inning Vaughan 
sat with Newsom in the grand- 
stand in seats near the Brooklyn 
bull pen in right field. During the 
course of the game, in which the 
Dodgers scored 10 runs in the first 
inning and 10 more in the fourth, 
Vaughan was called into confer- 
ence with Branch Rickey, presi- 
dent of the club. Following the 
meeting he returned to the club- 
house, put on his uniform and ap- 
peared on the Brooklyn bench. He 
was not susp@nded. 

Rickey Backs Durocher. 

“It was an unfortunate situa- 
tion,” declared Rickey at the press 
conference. “In a case like this I 
must back my manager to the ut- 
most.” Newsom, who was not 
fined, was not available for 
comment.

In the clubhouse, 
witnesses reported, he got into a 
discussion with Catcher Bob Bra- 
gan over whether the missed third 
strike had been a knuckler or spit- 
ball or merely a fast ball. New- 
som insisted it was a fast ball. 

“In my mind,” Durocher said 
later, “he was trying to show up 
Bragan. I told Newsom that no- 
body could criticize him if he ad- 
mitted throwing a spitter. Spit- 
ters are still common in baseball 
and I’m certainly not going to fine 
or suspend a man for throwing one 
in a tight spot. All Newsom had 
to do was tip Bragan that a spitter 
might be coming up. As far as 
I’m concerned the guy is sus- 
pended indefinitely. I want men 
who are playing for the team and 
not to protect their individual rec- 
ords.” 

Durocher, in a clubhouse meet- 
ing before today’s game with all 
his players and several reporters 
present, denied that the Bragan 
missed third strike incident was 
the cause of the suspension,

“At no time during the prog- 
ress of the game shall the 
pitcher be allowed to (1) apply 
a foreign substance of any kind 
to the ball; (2) expectorate 
either on the ball or his glove; 
(3) rub the ball on his glove, 
person or clothing; (4) deface 
the ball in any manner; or to 
deliver what is called the 
“shine” ball, “spit” ball, “mud” 
ball or “emery” ball.

Gunder Haegg, Swedish fireman, 
established a new American record 
for the two-mile run today at 8 
minutes, 53.9 seconds, and also 
lowered the time for the official 
world record, held by Miklos Szabo 
of Hungary, made in Budapest in 
1937, at 8 minutes, 56 seconds. 

The long-striding Haegg’s time 
was about six seconds slower than 
his own unofficial world mark, 
which he made in his native land 
last year—8 minutes, 47.8 seconds. 

Gil Dodds, stocky and bespec- 
tacled Boston divinity student who 
furnished the main competition for 
the 24-year-old Swede, led for the 
first three laps, but Haegg caught 
him at the wire line starting the 
fourth lap and finished about 125 
yards in the van.

Immediate Spur Gone. 


Yet there are many who look 
back at this miraculous year with 
almost a kind of longing. That 
time, when bombs were raining 
down, was the high pitch of hero- 
ism and adventure. For every man, 
woman and child the blitz was a 
personal challenge. 


With the spur of immediate dan- 
ger gone, it has been far more 
difficult to sustain the essential 
wartime urgency. Of course, there 
is still danger. Eight to nine hun- 
dred civilians a month are killed or 
injured by German bombs, but this 
is not to be compared with the big 
Axis air offensive when that many 
and more were killed every night. 


Today the British take the bomb- 
ings as a tiresome nuisance. They 
ignore them insofar as possible. In 
London air raid alerts sound every 
other night on the average but al- 
most no one goes to the shelters. 
The guns go off if planes actually 
get over the city. The big guns 
make a thunderous noise. Sleep is 
broken but if the barrage subsides 
the average person turns over and 
goes to sleep again. The unlucky 
casualties are most often those who 
are out in the street and get in 
the way of a shell fragment. 

The fact is that German flyers 
sent over England today are either 
very young—even as young as 17— 
with limited training or they are 
pilots who have had so many mis- 
sions that their one objective is to 
get the job over with and get 
back. The result is that they dump 
their bomb load without regard to 
possible targets. Nazi airmen over 
Britain have made as many as 200 
missions. 


Week-End in Rye. 


I spent a week end in Rye, an 
ancient town on England’s south- 
east coast. Until early March Rye 
had been bombed or strafed every 
other day for many months. The 
joke was that when Nazi pilots 
completed their training, they were 
required to come and drop a bomb 
on Rye in order to get a diploma. 
Only four to five minutes by fast 
plane from Nazi fighter-bomber 
fields, often a low-flying plane 
was machine-gunning the thou- 
sand-year-old streets of Rye before 
the siren sounded. 

Yet the town was carrying on 
as it always had. I was there on 
Trinity Sunday, and, following an 
immemorial custom, the Mayor 
and the council in full robes went 
to a special service in the church. 
The reredos behind the altar had 
been somewhat damaged but oth- 
erwise the church looked as it 
might have on Trinity Sunday 500 
years before and the clock in the 
steeple, the oldest going clock in 
England, chimed the quarter hours 
and the hour.

Lights Out Four Years. 


For four years now the lights 
have been out. In the summer it 
is not bad. With double daylight 
time darkness does not come in 
June or July until 11 o'clock or 
later. Even if you have been at a 
late dinner, or at the theater which 
begins at 6:15 and ends between 
8:30 and 9, it is still possible to 
get home in the long summer twi- 
light before blackout time. The 
sneak raids do not occur until 
after dark so the hazards of being 
abroad are negligible, 


But in the winter the British 
agree, it is hell. You come out 
of work at 5:30 or 6 into pitch 
blackness and only those who have 
experienced the blackout can ap- 
preciate its density. The odds are 
it will be raining, and the odds are 
you will wait 15 minutes to half 
an hour in a queue for a bus. No 
friendly gleam shines out. When 
the lights go on again, the British 
will give thanks for an end to one 
of their most onerous burdens. 

Motor accidents have been on 
the increase, partly because of the 
blackout, even though private 
cars are almost nonexistent. Doc- 
tors still have cars. So do diplo- 
mats. Here and there people liv- 
ing in the country with a number 
of children to take to a distant 
school have been allowed to keep 
the family car in return for a 
signed pledge that petrol allotted 
to them will be used only for driv- 
ing to school. .

During the next 12 months alone, the 
Army was empowered to spend _ single- 
handed a treasures which Minority Leader 
McNary of Oregon described as “hardly 
conceivable in its magnitude.” This rec-

Senator Harry 8S. Truman of Missouri, 
chairman of the War Investigation Commit- 
tee, told his colleagues on the Senate floor 
that the Army and Navy “know how to 
waste money better than any other organiza- 
tion I have ever had anything to do with.”’ 


‘Tremendous Sums of Money 
Thrown Away With Scoop Shovel.’ 


“IT have almost become a pessimist in the 
job which has been given to me,” he con- 
tinued. “It seems that when public funds 
are to be expended no one has any interest 
in what happens to them. I could stand 
here all afternoon and give example after 
example showing that tremendous sums of 
money are simply being thrown away with 
a scoop shovel,” 

Senator Byrd of Virginia declared that 
the war production program has been “‘un- 
necessarily wasteful and extravagant,’ and 
that, while there was reason for such con- 
ditions at the start of the defense effort, 
increased efficiency should be possible after 
36 months.

Air Marshal Harris Making History With 


Carrying Four-Ton 


but Fancies Himself 
More as Chef Than as Aviator.

WASHINGTON, July 10. 


OR a man who is writing European history to the uproar of 
four-ton bombs and fleets of 1000 planes, Air Marshal Sir Arthur 
Travers Harris,” commander-in-chief, of the Royal Air Force’s 
Bomber Command, operates with a startling absence of personal din, 
Gruff, dynamic, salty and impatient, his character is one about 
which anecdotes might be expected to cluster in profusion. 
enough, the opposite appears to be the case. 


Strangely 


that he has been too passionate a 
professional to build up a private 
legend. It is difficult for anecdotes 
to gather about a man who early 
in the morning plunges into the 
study of technical problems and 
remains absorbed at his desk until 
late at night. 


Professional Record. 


On the professional side, his 
career is amply documented, both 
by the record and by his public 
utterances, It may be concluded 
that his role has been a leading 
one not only in the execution of 
the present campaign to immobilize 
Axis war industry and transporta- 
tion by means of aerial bombard- 
ment, but also in the long years of 
theory and planning which went 
before, and which are expected to 
attain fruition this summer. 

By trial and error, and’ re- 
searches into the peculiar weather 
conditions of Northern Europe, 
Harris and his associates worked 
out a long-range policy which may 
be summarized as follows: 


A successful onslaught from 
the sky against the European 
Fortress must have three char- 
acteristics—operation by night 
rather than day, low and med- 
jum instead of high level flight, 
and saturation rather than pre- 
cision bombing. 

The ideal implements would 
be four-engine craft sacrificing 
altitude capacity, fire-power and 
armor to speed and particularly 
bomb-load. British engineers, 
abandoning the construction of 
medium and attack bombers 
almost wholly to the United 
States, centered their genius on 
three types of heavy craft—the 
Short Stirling, the Handléy-Page 
Halifax and the newest and best 
of all, the 30-ton Avro Lancaster, 
with maximum speed in excess 
of 300 miles an hour and carry- 
ing capacity up to nine tons of 
explosives. 

The most suitable bomb-sight 
for the particular operation in 
view, it was decided, would not 
be the Norden, which is capable 
of magical accuracy but the ad- 
justment of which requires com- 
parative leisure and absence of 
molestation. The British devised 
a sight of their own, less precise 
than the Norden, but simple and 
swift enough for the melee of 
battle, 


Visibility Factor. 


“How can you hit a target that 
you can’t see?” demanded Harris 
and his school, adopting for Europe 
an attitude opposite to the Ameri 
can theory of high altitude pre 
cision bombardment, designed for 
the serene heavens of the Pacific. 
Over France and Germany, the 
prevailing weather is murky. Even 
on the finest days, half the sky 
is occupied by clouds. How can 
you be sure, it wag asked, that 
the target will be under a clear 
spot? 

The soundness of these coinions 
is held to have been establithed by 
the facts that British bombers have 
until now borne the overwhelmirg 
brunt of attacks on Northern Eu- 
rope, and that American Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators are be- 
ing adapted to night as well as 
day operations, notably by install- 
ing dampers for their motor ex- 
haust trails. 

Harris is declared to be person 
ally responsible for a tactic which 
met with strongest opposition from 
high air officers both in Britain 
and the United States, but which 
has been proved in actual combat.

For Keeping Pledges on Palestine, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N April 14, Prime Minister Churchill 

seemed to imply in an announce- 
ment to Parliament that from that time 
on the British mandate, Palestine, would 
be administered according to the policy 
laid down in the White Paper of 1939. 
If that were done, Palestine would be 
closed to all but about 29,000 of the al- 
most 5,000,000 Jews still alive in Europe, 

That White Paper was the statement 
of policy recommended to Parliament by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies; 
yet Palestine was a mandate, not a Brit- 
ish colony. The terms of the mandate 
were arranged between His Majesty's 
Government and the Government of the 
United States in the convention of 1924. 
That convention provides that without 
the consent of the United States, no 
change can be made in the terms*of the 
mandate as then arranged in accord 
with the Balfour Declaration, 

In 1939, the present Prime Minister 
was a leader in the House of Commons 
in opposition to Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain. When that White Paper was 
presented to Parliament, Mr. Churchill 
spoke with his usual vigor against it, I 
quote from his speech: 

“I feel bound to vote against the pro- 
posals of His Majesty's Government. As 
one intimately and responsibly concerned 
in the earlier stages of our Palestine 
policy, I could not stand by and see sol- 
emn engagements, into which Britain has 
entered before the world, set aside for 
reasons of administrative convenience. 

. I select the one point upon which 
there is plainly a breach and repudia- 
tion of the Balfour Declaration—the pro- 
vision that Jewish immigration can be 
stopped in five years’ time by the deci- 
sion of the Arab majority, What is that 
but the destruction of the Balfour Dec- 
laration? What is that but a breach 
of faith?” 

The Palestinian Jews have been faith- 
ful to Britain for the asylum that Pal- 
extine has given them. They were de- 
nied the right to form an army, Thirty 
thousand Palestinian Jews have joined 
the fighting forces of the British, 

Surely the present Prime Minister will 
not follow in the footsteps of the ap- 
peaser Chamberlain who gave Czecho- 
Slovakia to Hitler to ravage, torture 
and destroy. Mr. Churchill was right in 
his opposition to that White Paper, for 
it would give to Hitler between 4,000,000 
and 5,000,000 Jews to rob, to outrage and 
finally to massacre by horrible means, 

The British Prime Minister has been 
in Washington recently to plan the unit- 
ed action of the United States and the 
United Kingdom in the Allies’ war 
against the Axis. He must continue to 
be “a sincere advocate of the Balfour 
Declaration” and to respect the right of 
Jewish immigration in Palestine as was 
pledged by His Majesty’s Government in 
the convention of 1924. That right can- 
not be abridged, annulled or in any way 
changed without the assent of the Unit- 
ed States of America. 

His Majesty’s Government must keep 
the signed and ratified promises of that 
convention. There must be no “destruc- 
tion of the Balfour Declaration,” no 
“breach of faith” pledged in 1924. 

No doubt as to the sanctity of the 
treaties between our Government and 
that of Great Britain or any of our Al- 
lies should be permitted to creep into 
the minds of the people. We must each 
keep our honor inviolate, else our hope 
for lasting peace is lost.

Time to Buckle Down ) 


If the invasion of Sicily serves notice on Hitler 
that American soldiers and their Allies have begun 
the redemption of Burope, it is equally a warning 
to many elements in the United States that the 
time has come to end the false optimism, the petty 
politics, the bickering, the name-calling, the ab- 
senteeism, the gouging and selfishness and all the 
other things which are menacing our armed forces 
in the rear. , 

No citizen in his senses would wish to shoot an 
American trooper in the back as he leaped from his 
barge and ran up on the shore to begin the Continen- 
tal invasion. Yet many thoughtless persons are do- 
ing what amounts to that. They are wasting gaso- 
line, they are cheating on the manufacture of war 
materials, they are building up political fences, they 
are breaking down the inflation controls, they are 
going their easy ways unconcerned. : 

Make no mistake about it: our home front is in 
a serious condition. After generous allowance is 
made for the willing sacrifices by millions .of citi- 
zens, for the civilian defense and voluntary war 
work of men, women and children in every part, of 
the country, it remains a tragic fact that we are 
not getting on with the war as we should. 

. . .. 

The coal strike is of too recent occurrence to re- 
quire any elaboration. John L. Lewis put his over- 
weening ambition and his insatiate desire to humble 
President Roosevelt above everything else. There 
Was a war on, but one man’s demands came first. 
What Lewis and the coal miners have done the lob- 
byists for the farm groups have also done. No one, 
no group, has a corner on the blindness and greed 
and recklessness which sprag the wheels of our 
war machine. 

We do not need to stand on generalities. Anyone 
who still does not know the bitter facta can read 
them almost daily in the news columns, WPB Chair- 
man Donald Nelson told the country Wednesday 
that our arms program was falling behind enough 
to offset gains in planes and warships. In May 
the over-all munitions output remained unchanged 
from April. Signal equipment alone ran 7 per cent 
behind. 

Does this make much difference? Those who can 
be complacent need to Near from Lieut. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, head of the Army's Supply Forces, He 
says that the supply program of the Army failed by 
$106,000,000 to make its quota in May, with the re- 
sult that our troops are so short of weapons and 
materiel that training equipment required in camps 
in this country is being sent abroad for combat. 

Such is the state of our arms manufacture as we 
begin the invasion of the lower end of ‘the Axis! 

. . . 

No weak spot needs to wait on any other to lead 
the way to correction. The commencement of in- 
vasion should cause individuals and groups every- 
where to tighten up and to get together in supreme 
effort. Sicily should be a milestone just as Pearl 
Harbor was a milestone. It should bring a renewal 
of the determination and faith evoked by that das- 
tardly stab in the back. 

Washington is a fertile field for improvement. 
Since its opening in January, the new Congress 
has been motivated largely by political considera- 
tions. Consistently it has had its eye on 1944 and 
the presidential election, But now Congress has re- 
cessed for two months so that those members who 
place politics above winning the war are, temporari- 
ly at least, in eclipse. For the duration of the re- 


cess the administration will not be subjected to al- 
most daily congressional hamstringing. 2 

This gives the President and his war Cabinet an 
opportunity to devote themselves to putting the ex- 
ecutive house in order. To say that Mr. Roosevelt 
is preoccupled with the war is neither answer nor 
excuse. The war cannot be separated into water- 
tight compartments. The war is the conquest of 
North Africa, the Battle of the Solomons, the in- 
vasion of Sicily. It is also the success or failure of 
rationing, the control of inflation and war bond 
sales. And it is the prevention of more such blots 
On our democracy ag the Detroit race riot. 

In fact, it can be argued with much persuasion 
that the President’s chief job is to administer the 
home front. Necessarily, he must in the final 
analysis leave military and naval strategy to the 
Allied high command. He can consult with the 
Generals and Admirals; he can even make sugges- 
tions. But the war is the business of the profes- 
sional fighting men. 

. . a 

In any event, if the home front bfeaks down, it 
will be the President who will be held responsible, 
not the military. If food production does not meas- 
ure up, if OPA does not hold the line, if man power 
is not wisely handled, if our soldiers get duds in 
place of live shella—then these things will be charged 
up against Mr. Roosevelt and his administration, 
That is why he needs to put an end to the per- 
sonalities which now harass his administration 
and our war effort as well, That is why he needs to 
tell his war leaders what to do and to give them 
the authority to do it. That is why he still needs 
to learn that “politics as usual” has no place today. 

And what about the average citizen? The plain 
fact is that for all the rationing and his war effort 
co-operation, the average citizen has not done near- 
ly as much as he should or will have to do. =. 

Late figured show that the British average for 
war bond holdings is $456 for every man, woman 
and child, In the United States the comparable 
average is $133. Yet in Houston many war workers 
are cashing in their bonds as soon as the required 
60-day interval has passed, 

At the outset, war stamps could be bought almost 
anywhere, Now it becomes increasingly harder to 
find places which handle them. Transfer of gaso- 
line coupons is common, even to the point of using 
truck stamps for pleasure cars. In ways too numer- 
ous to list, the home front is being undermined, the 
war is being lengthened and the lives of our men 
overseas are being needlessly endangered.

Federal Judge John Caskie Collet hit hard at this 
soft side of America in his rebuke to the OPA and 
the Kroger Grocery & Baking Co. for bringing 
into his court contentions which he dismissed as 
“trivial and inconsequential.” This fault, he said, 


springs from a failure to evaluate thoughtfully,

EISENHOWER’S FAITH IN THE CORRESPONDENTS. 

Many tributes have been paid to the correspond- 
ents who accompany the fighting forces to all the 
fronts, who undergo hardships and risk their lives 
so that the people at home may get eye-witness 
news of the war and the men who are fighting It. 
There have been many tributes, and some eloquent 
ones, but none has been more meaningful than that 
of Gen. Eisenhower, disclosed yesterday when the 
invasion of Sicily changed from the realm of secret 
planning to that of hard fact. 

For, so Relman Morin of the Associated Press 
related, the Allied Commander-in-Chief almost a 
month ago had told more than 100 American and 
British correspondents the place and the approxi- 
mate time of the coming invasion. 

This was an inside fact which any Axis agent 
would have given his right eye to know. Yet Gen. 
Eisenhower reposed sufficient faith in both the 
loyalty and the discretion of the newspaper men to 
entrust them with the most precious piece of in- 
formation at his command. It was a staggering dis- 
closure, Morin’s story makes clear, and the corre- 
spondents were uneasy under their heavy load of 
responsibility. As Hisenhower confidently expect- 
ed, the secret was kept. 

Americans and Britons at home can be proud 
that their personal representatives at the front 
have earned such implicit trust from the C-in-C. 
To the newspaper men themselves, the episode is a 
high testimonial.

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LAST CHANCE FOR THREE SMALL-LOAN BILLS. 

The old strangulation-in-committee method is be- 
ing applied in the Missouri Senate to kill three im- 
portant bills for the relief of small borrowers, all 
previously passed by the House, The chairman of 
the committee, Senator Allison of Rolla, has refused 
to call the committee into session so that it may act 
on the banking bill, the credit union bill and the 
bill to curb loan and investment company charges. 
The Senate itself has voted down a proposal to take 
the bills away from the committee, 

Such a motion goes against the Senate’s tradi- 
tion, yet Senator Donnelly of Lebanon was so stirred 
by the strangulation attempt that he moved to take 
the unusual step of ordering the committee to re- 
turn the bills. The House used this drastic method 
to get two of the bills to the floor, where they 
were passed. In the Senate, the motion lacked only 
four votes of passage. 

It is important for Missouri borrowers that they 
get an opportunity to make loans at banks, and 
get larger loang from credit unions, both at lower 
rates than the small-loan companies’ charges of 3 
and 2% per cent a month, which the Legislature 
has declined to change. When the vote was taken 
Friday, there were eight absentees, including at 
least three men who are reported to approve the 
legislation.

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SHIPSHAW ALUMINUM IS GOING UP. 

Aluminum sold for $90 a pound in 1855, the first 
year in which it was commercially produced. By 
1870, new processes had brought it down to $12 
a pound, It was down to $2 in 1889, and to 33 cents 
in 1904. The price was 20 cents a pound in 1939, 
and today it is 15 cents. 

All this goes to show how scientific progress and 
mass production can bring down the price of a 
product and so broaden its usefulness, However, 
the price of aluminum has started upward again, 
at least of the aluminum sold'to the United States 
Government under the generous contract negotiated 
by Jesse Jones in the building of the Shipshaw 
plant by the Aluminum Co, of Canada, 

Interviewed by a Post-Dispatch reporter, Jones 
disclosed that the price of this aluminum had “in- 
creased substantially” under the terms of the “esca- 
lator clause” which appears in the strange contract 
he made with the company. Just how much the 
price had risen, Jones didn’t know precisely. An- 
other source says that the increase has been about 
2 cents a pound, which means an added cost of 
$27,400,000 if applied to the whole quantity being 
delivered by the company. 

That isn’t the full story of the high prices, how- 
ever. When Jones appeared before the House 
Rules Committee recently, the following exchange 
ensued with Representative John M. Coffee (Dem.), 
Washington, author of a resolution for investigat- 
ing the Shipshaw deal: 

COFFEE: Isn’t it true, Mr. Jones, that in 
1987 the Department of Justice found that the 
cost of producing aluminum was actually only 

' 8.9 cents per pound, whereas you are paying 15 
cents a pound to the Aluminum Co. of America, 
and the same to the Aluminum Co. of Canada 
for 80 per cent of the shipments, and 17 cents 
per pound for the balance? Doesn't this allow 
for enormous profits? 

JONES: Well, we'll have to do something 
about the price. In fact, we're trying to get a 
price reduction right now. 

So the authority for the statement that the Gov- 
ernment is paying too much for its aluminum in 
the first place, and the further statement that the 
price is still going up, is Secretary, Administrator 
and ex-Rubber Czar Jones himeelf. 

It’s still quite a distance to the $90-a-pound price 
of 1865, but Shipshaw aluminum is moving steadily 
in that direction. An all-out investigation of the 
costly Jones deal is certainly in order, 
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Czar Petrillo says his union musicians won't make 
transcriptions, but emphatically denies they are on 
strike.

Wavell’s Opportunity in India 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


New Viceroy's elbow room will be limited as long as Prime Minis- 
ter and Secretary of State for India favor policy of drift, says La- 
borite; but some Indian leaders may be encouraged to reopen nego- 
tiations; if the only gain is to stop whipping, that will be something.

LONDON. 

HURCHILL outwitted all the quidnuncs 
C by appointing Wavell the new Viceroy 

of India. Granted the decision not to 
appoint an Indian to the post—I think the 
bitterness of *the Hindu-Moslem quarrel as 
well as Churchill's own views on Anglo- 
Indian relations made this impossible—I 
think the appointment of Wavell has much 
to commend, 


Negatively, because almost anyone would 
have been an improvement over Linlitl row. 
The latter has been wooden, rigid, devoid of 
imagination. Not all his capacity for de- 
voted attention to his task enabled him to 
grasp the outlines of the new world that is 
being. shaped in the Far East. He has 
approached every issue he had to deal with 
as though he were still operating the Indian 
empire of the nineteenth century. 


Wavell has many positive merits. As a 
soldier he has shown drive, courage and a 
real capacity for organization; he is willing 
to take risks and does not suffer from the 
excessive formalism which made Linlithgow 
so difficult of access. Whether in the situa- 
tion he confronts he will be able to induce 
any effective change in the present lament- 
able atmosphere is difficult to prophesy, It 
is announced that British policy will remain 
unchanged; the continued presence of Leo- 
pold S. Amery, Secretary of State for India, 
in the India Office suggests that the elbow 
room Wavell will be given is not likely to 
be large. 


Slight Hope for Improvement. 


I therefore do not hope for much im- 
provement. I think it possible that there 
will be a slight easing in tension between 
the British Government and its Indian 
critics. I hope the change will persuade 
some Indian leaders to try their hands at 
getting negotiations reopened. I am confi- 
dent that the new Viceroy will be anxious, 
if he can, to improve the record of his 
predecessor, 


But it remains true, as Disraeli said, “The 
keys to India are in London,” As long as 
the Churchill Government refuses to recog- 
nize that the failure of the Cripps offer is 
no excuse for the present policy of drift, 
the present tragedy will continue, 


No doubt it will remain a workable 
policy until the end of the war. Few of 
the opponents of Great Britain in India 
want to exchange British control for the 
ugiier brand of Japanese imperialism, but I 
am bound to remark that this policy of 
drift is not a credit to Churchill and- his 
colleagues, least of all to his Labor col- 
leagues, 


A Policy of Bankruptcy. 


For all effective purposes, it is a declara- 
tion of political bankruptcy, an epitaph to 
a system showing no powe of adaptation 
proportionate to the needs it con‘rénts. It 
has resulted in the imprisonment of thou- 
sands who, like Nehru, are as firmly anti- 
Fascist as Churchill himself. It means the 
employment of humiliating punishments, 
like whipping, for political offenses, against 
which Bevin, Morrison and Attlee would 
protest in passionate indignation if used 
against British trade unionists during a 
strike. 


One day the bill for all this will come in | 


and have to be met. It was so with Amer- 


/ 


ica, South Africa and Ireland. One would 
have thought that the contrast between the 
attitude of the Filipinos and the Burmese, 
to take one instance only, would at once 
have brought home the obvious lesson to a 
mind as quick and vivid as Churchill's. But 
India is obviously one of his blind spots. He 
speaks and writes about it as though he 
were a contemporary of Lord Clive, 


In tragedies as great as that of India, 
one is tempted to clutch at straws. I hope 
it is something more than wishful thinking 
which persuades me to hope that the Joint 
Labor Committee, when it meets, May be 
able to contribute powerfully to a solution 
of the problem. [If it did no more than 
stop the whipping of political prisoners and 
obtain the resignation of Amery, it would 
not have met in vain. 


A Word to Americans. 


I hope Americans of progressive temper 
will not be persuaded by propag-nda, 
whether it comes from Washington or Lon- 
don, that the Indian problem concerns only 
ourselves and the Indians, and that its com- 
plexity makes it impossible for Americans 
to grasp its nature. 


The Indian problem is a world problem. 
It makes an impact upon the prospects 
of the whole world, 


Anyone who has seen what the Soviet 
Union has done with the backward races of 
the Arctic Circle or the varied peoples of 
the Caucasus cannot seriously doubt that, 
given the determination to grapple with 
the Indian problem, neither the rivalry of 
Hindu and Moslem nor the conflict between 
Brahmin and Untouchable, nor, again, the 
fantastic anachronisms of princely rule, 
could stand in the way of its solution, 


To solve the problem it is necessary to 
break vested interests of many kinds, 
Tackling the issue with audacity will bring 
a return to the next generation rather than 
to our own, There may well be a period 
in ite history in which deep unhappiness 
must be experienced by those living 
through the first period of change. 


What Edmund Burke Said. 


But if I were Wavell at this moment, 
there would, I hope, never leave my mind 
those noble words of Edmund Burke: “The 
question with me is not whether you have 
a right fo render your people miserable, 
but whether it is not your interest to make 
them happy.” 

That ought to be the question today for 
every citizen of the United Nations. For 
it is only by recognizing to the full its 
implications that we can be faithful to the 
purposes our victory has in view. 

Burke wrote: “Let us do what we please 
to put India out of our thoughts; we can do 
nothing to separate it from our public inter- 
ests and national reputation.” 

I hope Wavell will learn very quickly how 
to drive home to the Churchill Government 
the full meaning of those words.

HIS is a novel of the Chetniks, the 

guerrillas in Yugoslavia who are hiding 
out in their mountains and carrying on a 
private war against the Nazi and Italian 
invaders. It is a book that careful parents, 
afraid of too much realism for their young, 
may safely give their offspring—it is def- 
initely in the Robin Hood class. Everyone 
in it is a perfect gentleman, including the 
dogs and horses. 

The sad part about reading “The Wrath 
of the Eagles” is that you may have read 
Hemingway's “For Whom the Bell Tolls,” 
and if you have, and aren’t an old lady 
who was shocked by it, you'll grind your 
teeth to a pulp before you reach‘ the fourth 
chapter of this Chetnik saga, The subject 
matter is so much the same, with all the 
opportunity for drama and power, but com- 
pared with Hemingway's book, this one is 
just an anemic, ladylike version and might 
well be called “The Wrath of the Blue- 
birds.” 

Perhaps it suffered in translation, but 
the characters are never real enough. Even 
Draja Mikhailovitch, their leader, seems al- 
most mythical, and the author never real- 
ly gets inside him, to show anything but 
a sparkling perfection. All his adventures 
are handled with a fairytale touch, and 
even the scene in the “red-light house,” as 
the author so carefully puts it, is as clean 
as a Sunday school picnic.

OME United Nations observers say that Spain’s new neutrality, 
which now is an officially recognized policy, has come too late, 
Spain's reply is the hackneyed “better late than never.” 


The 


cliche has a definite significance ag far as Spain i¢ concerned. 


Many of the world’s political 
soothsayers now are busily en- 
gaged in trying to forget their 
flat statements that “Spain will 
soon join the Axis” or that 
“Bpain’s military, naval and air 
bases will soon be placed at the 
disposition of the Axis,” 


There were plenty of good rea- 
sons for. people to guess that 
Spain would go to war on the 
Axis side for the first three years 
of the World War. 


To mention one—Germany and 
Italy helped Dictator Franco win 
the Spanish civil] war which end- 
ed in the spring of 1989. Franco's 
regime was totalitarian and 
Franco's party, the Falange, had 
a lot in common with the Nasi 
and Fascist parties. 


Another good reason—from the 
summer of 1940, when France col- 
lapsed, ta the fall of 1942, when 
the United States moved into 
Africa, only a thin chain of moun- 
tains separated Franco’s weak and 
weary Spain from the most pow- 
erful and ruthless army on the 
Continent. 

“Just what did you expect us to 
do in those days’” a Spanish Na- 
tionalist might have asked one of 
his hecklers. “Slap Der Fuehrer's 
face? We wouldn't have lived 
long enough, if we had done 40, 
to hear the faint cheers from 
across the Atlantic or from across 
the Bay of Biscay. We are and 
were opposed to national suicide.” 


‘He Ke: Us Out of War.’ 

It is undoubtedly true that a 
great majority of Spaniards, what- 
ever their views concerning the 
regime’s internal policy, are very 
pleased indeed that Spain has kept 
out of the World War. 

If Spain were thrown open to 
free elections suddenly, which does 
not seem immediately likely, to say 
the least, and Franco were to be 
a candidate for public office, his 
best vote-getting slogan would be: 
“He kept us out of the war!” 

True, Franco's opponent could 
very truthfully and profitably 
argue: “He started the civil war!” 
That does not alter the fact that 
Spain's people were pleased that 
their totalitarian government did 
not join the Axis in war during the 
last three years. 

Today, while the policy of the 
regime in foreign affairs is ap- 
parently real neutrality, Spain is 
in the midst of a changeover from 
pro-Axigs ‘“non-belligerency.” In 
quite a few fields the old pro-Axis 
policy still predominates. 

Nevertheless, Spain's foreign of- 
fice, under the shrewd and experi- 
enced General-diplomat, the Count 
of Jordana, has followed a policy 
of neutrality for some months. 

Count Jordana laid the founda- 
tions of that policy when he took 
office in September, 1942, a month 
and a half before the United 
States took up its position in Mo- 
rocco, at Spain’s back door. 
Newspapers Change Tone, 

Spain's press, controlled by the 
Falange, has changed only recent- 
ly, but its change has been quite 
obvious, at least to those who for 
years have read its violent anti- 
United States and anti-British edi- 
torials, or who have looked in vain 
for news from Allied sources. 

Spain's commercial policy has 
changed, too. Axis economic war- 
fare agents no longer get every- 
thing they want, and something 
like equality and neutrality have 
crept into commercial deals. 

It is quite probable that Spain 
will stick to its new neutrality for 
some time to come—barring, of 
course, unpredictable upsets. “Neu- 
trality,” a Government spokesman 
said, “is a possible approach to the 
real meaning of the word that is 
neither pro-United Nations nor 
pro-Axis.” 

Such a neutrality would be thor- 
oughly satisfactory to neither side 
in the war, for both belligerent 
parties would like Spain to be 
“flat, out and out” on their side. 

Germany will be particularly 
hard to pacify, since Spain's gov- 
ernment was, after all, openly sym- 
pathetic to that of the Nazis until 
now. 

Spanish Rearming. 

Here is this observer's view of 
what the Spanish Nationalists are 
saying to all belligerents in reply 
to their arguments that Spain 
should be on their side: 

German: “Have you forgotten 
our Fuedrer’s materia)]:-aid to your 
Gen. Franco? You would have lost 
the war without it, Britain and 
the United States did not help you 
Nationalists. They had little sym- 
pathy for you,” 

Spanish Nationalist: “No, we 
Spanish Nationalists have not for- 
gotten the German material aid 
to Spain, but we consider it more 
than repaid. The war materials 
sold to Spain were sold at a good 
profit for you, 

“You gave credits for some ma- 


of Spain to Germany was about 
230 million Reichsmarks, That, 
too, has been more than repaid by 
the money you owe us for goods 
we delivered to you during thig 
war. 


“Now you owe us about 500 mil. 
lion Rei arks and you are 
still asking for credits.” 

Italian: “How about the war ma- 
terial you got from us? You owe 
us five billion lira right now.” 

Spaniard; “What? Why, you told 
us you didn’t want to be paid and 
then have the cash tied up in 
lira in Italy the way things are 
going now. You said .... 

Italian: (Hurriedly) “Yes, yes, 
okay, never mind about that five 
billion, but what about your blood 
debt to us? Thousands of our vol- 
unteerg died heroic deaths on your 
soil—what about them?” 

Spaniard: “Yes, we appreciate 
their sacrifices and Aheir help to 
our cause, but we know very well 
why they came, 

“You Italians sent them because 
Mussolini did not want an un- 
friendly Spanish republican gov- 
ernment on the western end of the 
Mediterranean, not because you 
loved Spain, 


Nazi Testing Ground. 


“You Germans sent young so0l- 
diers whom you were training to 
be officers of the air force, artil- 
lery and engineers, You sent new 
planes, new guns and new equip- 
ment which you wanted to try un- 
der wartime conditions. 

“Our civil war gave you an ideal 
chance to practice on the Span- 
iards. Your guns, your Messer- 
schmitts, your technical equip- 
ment, were all improved by ez- 
perience just before the World 
War began, thanks to Spanish 
targets and lessons learned in 
Spain, Your losses were a natura! 
cost of such valuable training, 
“But, forgetting all that—sup- 
pose there is a blood debt? How 
about the Spanish Blue Legion on 
the Russian front? It hag been 
there since June, and thousands of 
Spaniards have been killed fight- 
ing in German uniforms on the 
German front. Our blood debt is 
paid,” 

German: “Perhaps. But how 
about your regime? It is a totali- 
tarian regime like ours. It is a 
Fascist regime.”

VAN KILL A BILL 


Committee Head Able to 
Smother Measure by 
Refusing to Call Group 
Into Session. 


FOUR LOAN BILLS 
FACE THAT DEATH 


Constitutional Convention 
Can Remedy Situation 
by Putting New System 
to Vote.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10. — 
The amazing fact that legislation 
can be killed by one single mem- 
ber of the Legislature, regardless 
of the wishes of the other 183, 


which has been brought to public 
attention within the last few days, 
raises a question of vital public 
concern for consideration by the 
Constitutional Convention which 
convenes Sept. 21. 

It will be within the province of 
‘the convention to submit to the 
voters, for adopton as a part of 
the Constitution, a revision of the 
Legislative article which would 
substitute a system of legislation 
on the public interest for the pres- 
ent system, under which the enact- 
ment of proposed laws is subject 
to the whim of one man regardless 
of the motives which impel his ac- 
tions, 

It probably was a matter of 
astonishment to most persons to 
learn that State Senator Emery W. 
Allison of Rolla, chairman of the 
Senate Banking Committee, had 
been able to pass death sentence 
on four bills dealing with the lend- 
ing of money in small amounts by 
the simple expedient of refusing to 
call his committee into session to 
consider them. What Allison did 
the chairman of any committee in 
either the House or Senate can do 
on any bill referred to his commit- 
tee. 

House Passed $ Bills. 

Three of the bills Allison has 
smothered were passed in the 
House more than a month ago 
and have been in the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee since that time. The 
chairman, resisting pressure from 

other Senators and persons inter- 
ested in obtaining their passage, 
has not called a meeting of his 
committee for three weeks. The 
Legislature is expected to adjourn 
within the next week, and with ad- 
journment the bills will die in the 
committee. 

Senator Allison indicated today 
there was a possibility of com- 
mittee action on the bills early 
this week. He said he expected to 
have a meeting of the committee 
“as soon as possible,” and that it 
would be held tomorrow if the 
committee members could be got- 
ten together. 

The Constitution provides that 
no bill can be considered for final 
passage in either house of the Leg- 
islature until it has been reported 
on by a committee. If there is no 
meeting there is no report and 
consequently no action on the 
floor. 

Under the code of “Senatorial 
courtesy” no member of a commit- 
tee other than the chairman may 
convene the committee if the chair- 
man is in attendance at the Legis 
lature. In rare instances the rank- 
ing member calls a meeting if the 
chairman is sick or absent for any 
prolonged length of time, but al- 
most invariably he obtains the con- 
sent of the chairman before doing 
so. If the chairman does not 
want the committee to meet it 
doesn’t meet, and, regardless of a 
rule that bills must be reported 
within 10 days after a committee 
receives them, they remain as 
though they never had been intro- 
duced. The rule seldom is en- 
forced. 

How “Courtesy” Works. 

There was a typical example of 
the working of “Senatorial cour- 
tesy” in the Senate yesterday. Sen- 
ator Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, 
outraged by Allison’s refusal to 
have a committee meeting, pre- 
sented a motion that the Banking 
Committee be directed to report 
the bills to the Senate. It was an 
unusual motion, doomed to defeat 
when made. Not in more than 10 
years has such a motion been suc- 
cessful in the Senate. 

Many Senators observe the un- 
written rule that it is bad form to 
interfere in any way with a com- 
mittee or committee chairman, and 
vote against such a motion. Others 
have different reasons, less easily 
explained. 

When Donnelly’s motion came to 
a vote eight Senators were absent. 
Fourteen supported the demand 

for an opportunty to vote on the 
bills on the floor, four less than 
the 18 required under the rules. 
Eleven voted to permit Allison to 
continue his hold on the bills. Al- 
lison did not vote.

bigger the fleet, the bigger the 
losses. Harris took the opposite 
position. It has been found that 
in a flight of 100 bombers, an 
average of 20 will be shot down, 
but that in an armada of 1000 
planes, the loss will be only 30 to 35, 

The result was obtained by send- 
ing over bombers in successive 
waves. It was acknowledged that 
the first would suffer heavy cas- 
ualties; but it would bomb enough 
searchlights and antiaircraft bat- 
teries to make the path easier for 
the second wave, and would light 
up the target with flares and in- 
cendiaries. Ensuing flights would 
meet less and less resistance, until 
the final ones could operate with 
relative impunity. 

Under the leadership of Harris, 
Great Britain is already taking a 
step which thus far is only talked 
about in the United States, and is 
effecting a standardization of heavy 
bombers. It has been determined 
that the Stirling and Halifax are 
more expensive and less efficient 
than the Lancaster, which excels 
them in speed, economy and bomb 
load. British manufacturers are 
now specializing in production of 
the Lancaster. 

In Aviation From Start. 

Harris knows aviation as only 
one can who has come up with 
the new arm since itg infancy. 
Starting as a bugler, he spent the 
opening year and a half of World 
‘War I fighting Germans troops in 
tha successful campaign against 
Southwest Africa. Then he went 
to London and in November, 1915, 
won a commission as Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Flying Corps. 
It is related that he made the 
choi because he had walked 
“ol across Africa” in hig first 
soldiering, and wished to get away 
as far as possible from that form 
of locomotion, 

He organized and commanded 
the first anti-Zeppelin night fighter 
squadron, and served tours of duty 
in France on pursuit and scout 
bomber flights. 
Thus he found a life-work. In 
1919 he joined the newly organized 
Royal Air Force. Continuing on 
active duty, he commanded squad- 
rons in Irag and Kurdistan, on the 
Northwest Indian frontier; and 
also in the Sudan and Middle East. 
Against Indian border tribes, Har- 
ris developed the technique of 
“pacification by bombing.” He ex- 
plained, however, that he always 
gave a day’s warning to a village 
before destroying it. 
In the meantime, he became a 
devoted student at service schools. 
In 1929 he took the course at the 
Army Staff College, and later at- 
tended the Sheerness Senior Offi- 
cers School and Camberley Staff 
College. In 1933 he held the rank 
of Group Captain, and € 
deputy director of plans under the 
Air Staff Chief. 

to Orthodoxy. 
Despite his attendance at service 
colleges, Harris is bitterly opposed 
to the orthodoxy of the old-line 
soldier, and to routine military 
education. One of his favorite jibes 
refers to courses on the strategy 
of Hannibal. “What they mostly 
study in staff schools,” he snorts, 
“is how to get an elephant over 
the Alps.” 
Promoted to Air Commodore in 
1937, he commanded a bomber 
group until he was assigned a year 
later to the United States and Can- 
ada as a member of the Air Min- 
istry Mission. On the way up, he 
had accumulated every possible 
form of pilot license. He holds 
operational qualifications for night 
and day fighters, night and day 
bombers, transport planes, float 
planes and flying boats. 
In succession he became head 
of the Air Ministry’s plans depart- 
ment, Air Force member of the 
Joint Planning Committee and air 
commander during the Palestine 
and Trans-Jordan rebellion. At 
the outbreak of the present war, 
he was commanding officer of No. 
5 Bomber Group, 
Why England Wasn't Invaded. 
He took no part in the “Battle 
of Britain” proper, but as Air Vice 
Marshal in command of bombers 
supplied one possible answer to the 
riddle as to why England was not 
invaded in 1940. 
“The German high command,” 
he relates, “had collected some 
3000 barges in the invasion ports 
of the Channel and Low Countries. 
They iniended to use these craft 
to bring an army, flushed with 
victory, to British soil. Our bomb- 
ers did immense destruction in all 
the ports from which the Germans 
had planned to sail. Hundreds of 
the barges were wrecked and large 
quantities of equipment and stores 
were destroyed.” 

He was advanced to Air Marshal 
in 1941, became Deputy Chief of 
the Air Staff and wag assigned to 
Washington with the British Air 
Commission. In February, 1942, he 
won a long battle to get back to 
the front line, and was‘ appointed 
to his present post, that of com- 
mander-in-chief of the Bomber 
Command,

“These were more than air 
raids,” Harris remarked. “They 
were world events.” 

Germany’s No, 1 Foe. 

Succeeding onslaughts, center- 
ing on industrial cities of the Ruhr, 
have raised him to the eminence of 
Germany’s No. 1 foe. In addition, 
naval targets, such as the great 
dockyards of Kiel, Hamburg, 
Bremen, Wilhelmshaven and Brest, 
have been frequently and heavily 
bombed. Enemy shipping and U- 
boat bases, from the Baltic to 
Lorient and Bordeaux, have re- 
ceived constant attention. The 
Bomber Command has done most 
of the mine-laying along this ex- 
tended coastline, 

Harris believes that enemy ship- 
ping losses due to the air-laid 
minefields will prove a major con- 
tribution to the war’s outcome. 

In a recent London speech, he 
assured Germany that “what she 
has had in the past will be chicken 
feed compared to what she is going 
to get. And that goes for Italy, 


On another occasion, he de 
scribed Mussolini as having looked 
for “easy money from an easy 
war” and as “licking his jackal 
chops under the Nazi table.” What 
he got, according to the Air Mar- 
shal, “was nothing more palatable 
than a meal of high explosives 
and incendiary bombs.” 


Audacity Personified., 

Heavily built, with a short neck 
and round, bulging head, aggres- 
sive nose and bristling mustache, 
Harris personifies the audacity 
and aiso the intricate planning of 
his mammoth raids, At his desk 
at 8:30 every morning, he checks 
rapidly through weather and in- 
telligence reports, passes a few 
minutes in the headquarters under- 
ground operationg room, and then 
decides what the day’s operations 
will be. 


When traveling by plane, he in- 
sists on doing -his own piloting. 
Once, when he wanted to find out 
the value of Polish detachments 
flying with the R. A. F., he went 
on a bombing raid with a Polish 
crew and came back proclaiming 
their brilliance. Years-before, when 
he was in the Sudan, the Society 
for the Preservation of Fauna of 
the Empire complained that low. 
flying planés were stampeding 
game, Harris went out in his own 
ship, and proved that the animals 
were more disturbed by high than 
by low flying craft. 

At another time he noted that 
16 men were required to move a 
heavy bomber. He invented an 


electric truck which enabled two 
men to do the job. 
‘Rudest Man in The RAF.’ 

About all that is known of his 
private life is that he has been 
married twice, and has a son and 
three daughters. He has been 
called “the rudest man in the 
RAF,” and described ag combining 
“a gentle face and a_ furious 
tongue.” Subordinates of the 
Bomber Command are quoted as 
saying: “We love him because he’s 
so bloody inhuman.” 

Mrs. Harris accompanied the 
Air Marshal to the United States 
in 1941. They live in a pleasant 
house near ‘the Bomber Command. 
The Air Marshal tools back and 


speed, which is rarely less than 50 
miles an hour. His driving is a 
legend in the countryside. 

The highest title he has held is 
that of Acting Air Chief Marshal, 
a rank conferred upon him last 
March during an absence of Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Charles F. A. 
Portal, Chief of the Air Staff. 
Decorations worn by Harris in- 
clude the Order of the British Em- 
pire, the Air Force Cross and the 
Cross of a Knight Commander of 
the Bath. 

On May 25, the RAF celebrated 
the 100,000th ton of bombs dropped 
on Germany since the start of 
the war. During May alone the 
record was 12,500 tons. “In 1939,” 
Harris taunted, “Goering promised 
that not a single enemy bomb 
would reach the Ruhr. The next 
100,000, if he waits for them, will 
be even bigger and better, and will 
be delivered even more accurately 
and in much shorter time.” 


Of the “next 100,000 tons” the 
R. A. F., in 13 night raids during 
June, dropped 15,000. The U. 8. 
Eighth Air Force added about 
3000 tons amore, in seven daylight 
forays. The Ri A. F. total for 
April, May and June was 37,500 
tons, or more than three times the 
weight of bombs dropped on Ger- 
many in the same months of 1942. 


Like every other commander, 
Harris is driven by a supreme de- 
sire to increase the fighting force 
to a point at which it can do a 
complete job over Germany. Also 
like every other commander, he 
has never believed that he had 
erfough equipment for the task. 


Aims to Bomb to Victory. 

The ambition ascribed to Harris 
and his American opposite number, 
Lieut. Gen, Ira C. EHaker, com- 
mander of the U. 8. Eighth Air 
Force, is no less than that of de- 
feating Hitler with bombs in 1943. 
Prime Minister Churchill agreed 
that “the experiment is well worth 
trying, so long as other measures 
are not excluded.” 


During 1942 and the opening five 
months of 1943, it is estimated that 
perhaps 10 per cent of Germany's 
war industrial plant was laid 
waste, as against a percentage of 
33 to 50 needed in order to cripple 
the Axis military effort seriously. 
Hitler has had two years in which 
to move his factories underground 
or to a distance, 

The RAF itself, found it neces- 
sary recently to issue a warning 
that the Ruhr contains less than 
one-fifth of Germany’s industrial 
capacity, and about one-third of 
its coal and steel output. Some of 
the most important works, notably 
for tanks, chemicals and steel, 
are now farther east—at Salzgit- 
ter, Fallersieben, Halle and Leip- 
zig, and in Upper Silesia and south- 
ern Poland,

Senate tradition, which is a syn-

inspection. 


If such changes as these can be 
brought about througn the conven- 
tion, a long step will have been 
taken in putting lawmaking in 
Missouri on a plane dictated by 
public interest instead of dictated 
by the whims of a few legislators.

Food in res- 
taurants is not rationed. You 
could, if you wanted to cheat, buy 
two dinners except that the serv- 
ice is so slow you would scarcely 
have time. 

Food is, of course, very closely 
rationed and most British house- 
wives spend a good part of their 
time “queuing up.” Meat ig ra- 
tioned on price with the current 
allowance per person fixed at one 
shilling, twopence—about 25 cents 
worth of meat a week based on 
the current exchange between the 
pound and the dollar. Actually 
one shilling, twopence, wili buy 
more than 25 cents worth of meat 
since food prices have been more 
successfully held down in Britain. 
It averages out at about a pound 
of meat a week, depending on the 
kind of meat available. Some- 
times when there is a scarcity of 
better grades the housewife is re- 
quired to take a fixed amount in 
corned beef. 

The butter and margarine a)- 
lowance is six ounces per person 
a week, of which not more than 
two ounces can be butter; in ad- 
dition two ounces of cooking fat 
are allowed. For certain occupa- 
tions, such as coal mining, extra 
rations are granted. 

In Queues for Everything. 

You stand in a queue in Eng- 
land for just about everything. 
That goes especially for railway 
tickets. Travel never has been 
rationed, chiefly because of the 
almost overwhelming administra- 
tive difficulties involved, but 
every effort has been made to 
persuade people to stay at home. 
Now these efforts have been some- 
what relaxed. There has been a 
general tendency in recent weeks 
to allow people a little more lati- 
tude, 

Many Britishers, having had no 
holiday for three years or longer, 
resolved that this year they would 
get at least a long weekend. Over 
the Whitsun weekend, which in- 
cludes a Mcnday bank holiday, 


there was a general exodus from 


London, Trains were packed. Sea- 
side resorts were filled to over- 
flowing. There wag some mutter- 
ing of disapproval from official- 
dom and the press but in general 
the feeling was that the weary had 
earned a brief respite. 

No one would travel for travel’s 
sake these days. You have to be 
at the station at least half an hour 
in advance of train time if you 
want a seat and then unless you 
have bought your ticket in advance 
you are likely to stand in a queue 
for 15 minutes or longer at the 
ticket window. Dining cars have 
been converted into passenger cars 
and if you are going on a long 


‘|journey you must take your own 


food. Sleeping cars are all but 
nonexistent, with reservations three 
weeks or a month in advance and 
most of those going to foreigners 
or high Government officials. At 
night trains are blacked out and 
the light inside the carriage is so 
dim that reading is all but impos- 
sible, 
Clothes Closely Rationed. 

Clothes are closely rationed. Even 
a luxury such as a necktie takes 
takes one coupon. People general- 
ly have a shabby look. Few wom- 
en wear hats anc they are ordinar- 
ily plain hats,. As though in com- 
pensation, bleached blondes are 
having a tremendous vogue. Hair 
in all stages of blondeness is a 
common sight. 

You hear—at least a foreignér 
hears—little complaining about the 
scarcity of clothing. A: friend, 
whose flannel slacks were patched 
in several places, told me with 
something like pride that he had 
not bought a new suit since the 
start of the war. Riding in a train, 
a woman complained good-humor- 
edly because a puppy held by a 
man in the adjoining seat was 
climbing on her, 

“IT haven't any more tickets to 
get a new coat if this one’s ruined,” 
she said mildly. 

The familiar face of England 
looks out now and then quite un- 
changed. Oxford is more crowded 
than before the war. The rush of 
bicycles, busses‘and military trucks 
on the High street roars along 
louder than ever, Yet if you step 
into any of the colleges the life 
seems amazingly the same. The 
young men are in uniform but 
their numbers are considerable un- 
der a plan whereby various mili- 
tary branches send up promising 
men for a year’s study, Moreover, 
aside from a limited number of 
technical courses, they are allowed 
to choose from a wide range of 
subjects—Latin, Greek, English. 

Core of British Culture. 

There appears to be a determina- 
tion on the part of all to preserve 
the core of British culture. Many

sal transactions suddenly thrust 
upon them. 

In the interest of haste, a system 


of cost plus fixed fee contracts was/ 


adopted in the first two years of 
the emergency. The contractor 
was guaranteed against loss and 
his profits were insured. Thus he 
had no incentive to “cut the corn- 
ere” of expense, as he would auto- 
matically have done if the policy 
could have been one of competitive 
bidding. 


Beyond all else, the dispropor- 
tionately high cost of war in the 
United States is to be found in the 
country’s standard of living, based 
on a national income calculated at 
145 billions for the present fisca) 
year. Thig income consists largely 
of wages, the effect of whi 
tends also to material costs. 


The Department of Labor esti- 
mates that on April 1 last the aver- 
age weekly wage in all manufac- 
turing plants was $42.48. The Brit- 
ish average for all workers, reck- 
oned according to the official ex- 
change rate, is $17 a week. Pre- 
war scales were $11.60 for Great 
Britain, in 1938, and $28.08 for the 
United :States, in 1941. 


The base pay for a private sol- 
dier in the United States Army, 
as well as for a non-rated man in 
the Navy, is $50 a month. Fig- 
ures made public by the War De- 
partment a year ago and believed 
to have had no material change 
to date, estimated that the base 
monthly pay for a private soldier 
in other belligerent countries was 
as follows: Japan, 30 cents; Italy, 
$1.50; Russia, $4; Great Britain, 
$12.20, and Germany, $21.60. A Jap- 
anese first sergeant gets $5.31 a 
month, while the pay of his op- 
posite number in the American 
Army is $138 to $207. 

Mass production, which brought 
about sensational cost decreases in 
the manufacture of automobiles 
and other articles, has had little 
general effect on military produc- 
tion, partly because designs are 
constantly changing and there has 
been steady growth in the demand 
for weight and fire-power. Even 
in the case of the Garand rifle, 
which was standardized some 
years ago and of which millions 
are being manufactured, the de- 
cline in cost for one weapon has 
been from about $100 to $80. 


Stabilization of design and quan- 
tity output have cut the price of 
some machine guns to $275 from 
twice that figure. The Army’s new 
M-3 submachine gun, costing about 
$20, can be made in less time and 
with less material than previous 
models costing $40. One type of 
aircraft engine, which cost the 
Army $31,000 a year ago, can now 
be had for $12,829. 

Staggering Prices Still the Rule. 


But staggering prices remain the 
rule throughout most of the field 
of military production. Due to 
heavier designs and increased la- 
bor and material costs, the Navy’s 
FM2 fighter plane jumped this 
year to $112,205 from $79,851 in 
1942 and $74,825 in 1941. 

Even when produced on assem- 
bly lines, a heavy tank costs $145,- 
000, as much as 145 ordinary auto- 
mobiles; a medium tank $90,000 
and a light tank $45,000. 

For the present goal of nearly 
200,000 military planes, at least 
600,000 propellers will be needed. 
The price of propellers is from 
$1700 to $3200 each. 

The miniature Army car known 
as a peep is smaller than many 
popular-priced civilian automobiles 
but costs about as much, the figure 
being $900. 

A battleship costs from $85,000,- 
000 to $97,000,000. Every time it 
fires a broadside from nine 16-inch 
gins, $13,500, or the price of a 
good-sized house and lot, goes up 
in smoke. 

The Navy this year is paying 
$171,415 for a scout bomber, $214,- 
664 for a torpedo plane, $265,720 
for a patrol bomber, $220,995 for a 
two-engined transport and $110,- 
645 for a twin-motored trainer. A 
heavy land bomber costs from 
$440,910 to $500,000. 

The price of a silk parachute is 
$65 and that of a single aerial 
camera is $3400. It costs $20,000 
to equip a large plane with radio. 
Even an Army mule costs the Gov- 
ernment $190.

LIFE INSURANCE 


Examination. 


Qaneseen 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
Until midnight of Aug. 10, any 
member of the armed services with 
enough strength to sign his name 
can get $10,000 worth of life in- 
surance—without so much as a 
physical examination. It will cost 
him roughly what an ordinary 
smoker spends on cigarettes. 

Under the National Service In- 
Surance Act, the greenest rookie 
or the chief of staff each is eligible 
for the maximum of $10,000 of this 
life insurance, 

Normally, a man entering the 
Army has just passed his entrance 
physical examination and so for 
120 days thereafter does not have 
to take another physical examina- 
tion in order to get insurance. 

But in the rush of building a 
-big army and training it in a 
hurry, many soldiers didn’t find 
time to take care of insurance or 
just didn’t bother. 

The percentage of insured per- 
sonnel in the Army was found to 
be so low that Congress some 
months ago amended the act so 
that during a period of 120 days— 
from April 12 to Aug. 10 inclusive, 
the physica] examination is waived 
for any man in the armed forces. 

The Army indicates that it is 
difficult to explain to a father and 
mother how their son, killed in 
battle, could have neglected to take 
out insurance, while the neighbors 
might be getting $60 to $70 per 
month in insurance benefits be- 
cause their son had provided for 
them through the National Service 
Life Insurance System. 

Major General James A. UIlio, 
the Army’s Adjutant General, 
office is in charge of insurance 
matters in the Army, estimated 
some time ago that possibly more 
than 25 per cent of the American 
soldiers killed in battle carried no 
insurance. and that~ those who 
were insured carried an average of 
only abouf one-half the permissible 
maximum, 

His office has taken steps to 
change this condition. Here at 
home, every unit of a regiment or 
its equivalent strength has an in- 
surance officer detailed to it to 
promote among all ranks the idea 
of this insurance, 

Teams of insurance officers have 
been sent into combat areas to 
help local insurance officers cover 
the field. All these officers were 
insurance men in civilian life. Re- 
Sults already are showing up. 

In the South Pacific, Lieut. 
Gen. Millard F. Harmon’s com- 
mand reports an increase from 88 
to 98.6 per cent of personnel in- 
sured. Whereas soldiers in the 
South Pacific formerly insured 
their lives up to an. average of 
about 50 per cent of the maximum, 
their policies now average 87 per 
cent. 

Since the insurance team visited 
Guadalcanal, a Japanese bomb 
killed six men. All were insured 
for the maximum of $10,000, which 
will go to their beneficiaries. 
Prior to the arrival of the team, 
the records show that these men 
were insured as follows: Three 
had no insurance whatever, two 
had policies for $5000, and one had 
a policy for $1000. , 

The premium for the maximum 
policy varies with the age of the 
soldier, but runs a little less than

10 HEAR RADIO TOKYO 


Reporter in New Guinea Says 
American Broadcasts Are 
Too Early in Evening. 


The Japanese Radio Tokyo is 
taunting our men in the South- 
west Pacific with a nightly patter 
running along this line: “Don’t you 
wish you were home. now? Just 
listen to what you're missing! 
Your wives and girls have- lost 
interest in you and are going out 
with others.” 

So writes Lieut. Selwyn Pepper, 
a member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff on leave with the Army, who 
is editing the Air Forces publica- 
tion, Third Strike, in New Guinea. 
In a letter to another Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, Lieut. Pepper says 
it isn’t the Japanese gibes that 
hurt, but the fact that the Japa- 
nese radio has a spicier, more in- 
teresting program about 7 or & 
o'clock in the evening than the 
American short-wave stations. 
“What the Office of War Infor- 
mation offers is good,” he said, 
“but we don’t get a chance to 
listen until about 7:30 in the eve- 
ning. By then the programs from 
San Francisco.are about over or 
else all you can listen to is a re- 
broadcast of a baseball game, the 
National Barn Dance or something 
similar. What we need out here 
is more straight news, more swing 
music and some intelligent propa- 
ganda. As matters stand now, the 
news broadcasts are usually over 
by the time we get to a radio 
(they seem to come on about 4 
or 5 o’clock when we're still work- 
ing) and those later in the evening 
are jammed by Radio Tokyo. 

“It seems to me that what OWI 
shovfid really do is start a power- 
ful radio station in this area, one 
that couldn’t be jammed by Radio 
Tokyo. That station should offer 
a steady 24-hour-a-day schedule of 
news of the war, news from home 
and American music. As matters 
stand now, Radio Tokyo offers 
better American swing and more 
of it at the hours when we can 
listen than any United States sta- 
tion. Their ‘Zero Hour’ on Radio 
Tokyo has a large audience. The 
announcer uses perfect American 
diction and knows the United 
States and itg customs as well as 
we do. 

“If we are offering counter- 
propaganda, I’ve never heard it. 
And when we want to hear news 
from ‘Frisco, we usually get a 
news broadcast in French, of all 
things.”

If Pvt. Smith's beneficiary hap- 
pened to be his mother, aged 61, 
Mrs. Smith would get $69.80 a 
month for her lifetime, and, if 
she dies within the next ten years 
payments will be continued for the 
guaranteed number of months to 
a contingent beneficiary, who 
might be his sister. 

The Army’s goal is to have all 
servicemen insured up to the maxi- 
mum, About 90 per cent of the 
Army personnel in this country is 
now insured, estimates the Army. 

Overseas, the problem is more 
difficult, because many of the 
troops now abroad entered the 
Army while a physical examina- 
tion for insurance was required 
after an initial period (as it will 
be again after Aug. 10) and others 
overlooked it fore one reason or 
another. 

Even if a man is wounded to- 
day, he can—until Aug. 10—obtain 
this insurance now without a 
physical examination. The Army's 
Surgeon General] Kirk recently is- 
sued instructions to all Army hos- 
pitals to give every patient a 
chance to sign up for it. 

The Navy comes under the same 
insurance plan afforded by the 
National Service Insurance Act, 
and is administering it with ap- 
proximately the same methods and 
results as the Army. 

Total disbursements for Gov- 
ernment insurance sold during 
World War I have already run 
more than 2 and % billion dollars 
ahead of receipts, and it is esti- 
mated that the service man pays 
only 20 per cent of the cost of the 
system during wartime. 

Present outstanding commercial 
life insurance now is said to 
amount to around 130 billion dol- 
lars. and the National Service In- 
surance is: expected to approach 
this figure by the end of the war.

The Government is working on a4 
change in its present share-and- 
share-alike food rationing system 
with a view to giving more of cer- 
tain items to those who need them 
most. A child under three years 
of age may need certain food more 
than a child of 10 or an adult. 
Therefore the under-three child 
would get a greater allowance of 
that item than the others. 

The same would hold for expec- 
tant mothers or nursing mothers, 
as contrasted with unmarried 
women or mothers of grown chil- 
dren.

First one, then the other, would 
dive on the crippled U-boat with

IN TUBERCULOSIS FIGHT} 


Military Rejections Referred 
to Clinics, Private Doctors 
for Treatment. 


By referring men and women re- 
jected from the armed forces be- 
cause of tuberculosis to their 
private physicians or to public 
health clinics for diagnosis, the 
military rejection “follow-up” pro- 
gram of the City Health Depart- 
ment and the Tuberculosis and. 
Health Society is opening a new 
avenue to finding and fighting the 
disease, Dr. James L. Mudd, city 
tuberculosis controller, reported to 
directors of the society today, , 

Since its inauguration on March 
12, Dr, Mudd said, the project has 
handled 1508 cases from Selective 
Service headquarters at Jefferson 
City. Of this number, 109 cases 
— or approximately 7 per cent — 
were found to be active, 494 inac- 
tive and 56 suspect, he said. 

Cases of tuberculosis found to 
be active are referred to sana- 
toriums for treatment of the 
disease. At the same time, mu- 
nicipal visiting nurses carry on fol- 
lowup work with the rejected per- 
son’s family in an effort to 
diagnose possible tuberculosis con- 
tacts. 

Dr.. Mudd reported that all but 
5 per cent of the cases brought 
to the attention of the program by 
Selective Service authorities had 
received ' letters from the City 
Health Department, instructing 
them to report to their private 
physicians or to the city clinic in 
their respective districts for 
further éxamination. Two-thirds 
of those receiving létters have re- 
sponded, he added,

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
A “baby flat-top” was a vital fac- 
tor in driving the Japanese from 
Attu in the Aleutians. 

This was disclosed tonight by 
the Navy in telling of the small 
auxiliary aircraft carrier's cam- 
paign which, on occagions when 
fog had closed in, “single-handed- 
ly provided our cerial offensive 
against the Japs.” 

The story of Carrier A, the Navy 
said, proved the value of the little 
auxiliary carriers being built by 
the scores to carry fighting planes 
into battle against the Axis. 

Time after time the flyers, led 
by Lieut. Com. Lloyd K. Green: 
amyer, Corpus Christi, Tex., now 
listed as missing, answered calls 
of ground troops Yor strafing and 
bombing the Japanese in their dug- 
outs and cave dwellings. — 

“The weather was always bad,” 
the Navy related, “ceilings were 
low, yet the response of the car- 
rier’s Wildcats (fighter planes) to 
requests for air support from beach 
control parties and combat units 
ashofe was so prompt as to be 
startling. 

“Her Wildcats would take off, 
pull up into the low fog, spot 
enemy positions through holes, 


dive out of the overcast, strafe 


and bomb Jap dugouts, foxholes 
and machine gun nests and then 
swoop back into the fog, often be- 
fore the Japs had time to return 
their fire. In the clouds the planes 

ould fly out to sea a short dis- 
ance, then turn and come back 
for another attack, repeating this 
maneuver until they Were low on 
gas.” 

Oo one occasion, Japanese 
barges, protected by the fog, 
landed in the rear of American 
forces on the west arm of Holtz 
Bay, placing ground troops -be- 
tween two fires and threatening 
American supplies. The “baby’s” 
planes were summoned. Their .50 
caliber machine guns sank the 
barges and mowed down enemy 
soldiers, driving them from behind 
sheltering rocks.

The enthusiastic response of 
Metropolitan St. Louis Victory 
Gardeners, combined with one of 


the best gardening seasons in re- 
cent years, is producing such 
bumper crops that chairmen of the 
OCD Victory Garden committees 
have doubled their earlier crop 
forecasts and place the value of 
garden produce in this district at 
about six million dollars. 

Paul M. Bernard, County Agri- 
cultural Extension agent and 
chairman of the County OCD Com. 
mittee on Victory Gardens, told e 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that 35,000 small 


sprung up in the suburban areas 
this year, where previously there 
had been only 5000, and that they 
would produce an average of about 
20 bushels of vegetables, which at 
present prices should be worth $150 
to each family. There is an abun- 
dance of tomatoes, corn and pota- 
toes in prospect, he said. 
Clarence B. Fall, president of the 
St. Louis Horticultural Society 
and general chairman of the OCD 
Victory Garden Committee, doubled 
his previous estimate of the yield 
from each of the 25,000 small city 
plots to an average of more than 
one bushel (60 pounds) per plot.

While this production is typical 
of a few of the better organized 
Victory gardens in the city, there 
are some in the county residential 
districts that are producing scores 
of dollars worth of food. 


“We don’t allow any food to 
waste,” Landau observed. “If we 
can’t eat it, we give it away, and 
we don’t allow any plots to remain 
uncultivated. If anyone loses in- 
terest in his plot, there is a wait- 
ing list eager to carry on.” 

Fall pointed out that gardeners 
who may not have been entirely 
successful in their first venture 
may have learned lessons they can 
put into practice next year. 

“This gardening habit is grow- 
ing,” Bernard said. “With the food 


situation likely to be worse, gar 
deners are plannnig how to get 
the best results next year and are 
calling already for information on 
how to treat the soil during win- 
ter.” 

He said that the excessive rains 
this year made the season some- 
what later, but was conducive to 
high production, because it provid~- 
ed a longer period for things to 
grow before the ground dried out.

D’Arcy. The Red Cross Center 
will be the fourth opened in this 
country for the purpose of pre- 
paring packages of food for 
American and United Nations sol- 
diers who are held prisoners of 
war by Axis nations. This service 
of the Red Cross is already in op- 
eration in Chicago, Philadelphia 
and New York. 


Approximately 800 women vol- 
unteers will be needed for the 
operation of the center, which 
will be run like a small factory. 
Registration will begin immedi- 
ately at the office of the St. 
Louis Chapter, American Red 
Cross, 3414 Lindell boulevard, 
which is open Monday through 
Friday from 9 to 5 o'clock, and 
on Saturday until 12:30 o’clock. 

Volunteers must be American 
citizens and be able to provide 
two character references. It is 
only necessary to give one half- 
day per week to this new volun- 
teer service, but registrants must 
be regular in attendance once 
they have signed up. 

The work of volunteers will 
consist of placing articles in 
definite places in the food car- 
tons, which are conveyed on 4 
large roller. In general, each 
volunteer in the packing center 
will work one shift a week. Each 
shift, about two hours long, con- 
sists of one hour of intensive 
effort, a brief rest period, then 
another active hour. The work 
will be done on a high-speed 
assembly line, turning out 2000 
completed packages every hour. 
The packing will be done five 
days a week on two daily shifts. 

Distribution of these eleven- 
pound food packages for prison- 
ers of war is made possible 
through the International Red 
Cross, under the terms of the 
Treaty of Geneva, which was 
signed by the major nations in 
1929.

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“the food packages are bought by 


the Government; the cost of as- 
sembling, shipping and distribu- 
tion are borne by the Red Cross. 
The parcels for Europe move 
through the neutral port of Lis- 
bon, where they are picked up by 
a Red Cross ship and taken to 
Marseilles or Genoa, thence 
transported by rail to Geneva. 
The International Red Cross 
Committee in Geneva directs the 
distribution of the packages to 
the camps. They are received by 
a committee of three, including a 
camp leader chosen by the 
prisoners, a representative of the 
detaining power, and a member 
of the Red Cross. International 
Red Cross Committee representa- 
tives visit the camps regularly to 
insure fair distribution. Pack- 
ages are at present being re- 
ceived weekly by American pris- 
oners held in Europe, and every 
other week by United Nations’ 
prisoners. 

Red Cross food parcels contain 
powdered milk, American cheese, 
oleo-margarine, pork luncheon 
meat, liver paste, salmon, dried 
prunes, concentrated orange 
juice, biscuits, two bars of ehoco- 
late, four pounds of sugar, black 
pepper, two bars of soap and 
four packages of cigarettes. 

At present, food packaging 
centers in Philadelphia, New 
York and Chicago, operated by 
the American Red Cross, are 
producing more than 600,000 food 
pac a month; the addition 
of the St. Louls Center will 
bring production np to approxi- 
mately 760,000 per month.

‘We Need to Bring 
Up the Birth Rate’

HE subject of our dwindling birthrate needs widespread and 
T eeeroues discussion. Statesmen and men of thought, both in 

America and in Britain, have begun to feel concern about it. 
For the underlying fact is stark. In both Britain and the United

That statement has inspired some letters, most of them 
from women, from mothers, of a special age group— 
mothers who are 45 or more, and have borne families. The 
spirit of some letters can be suggested by a typical epitome 
of different ones—writers say they married just after the 
first world war, that in a spirit of confidence they raised 
families, and that a son has been killed in the second world 
war. In effect.they ask: “Of what use to bear sons, if they 
are to be killed in war?” 


* 
@ 1 AM SURE that point of view is not common. To any of us, 
sorrow over bereavement may include a touch of momentary 
bitterness. But we can feel confident that this spirit is neither 
permanent nor general. 

If that were a widely held point of view it would be dis- 
turbing. It would justify what our enemies sometimes say, that 
America is decadent or effete. Such a point of view includes 
many fallacies. If it were carried to a logical conclusion, if every 
woman felt it and acted upon it, the nation would disappear 
from the face of the earth in one generation. This would result 
whether there were wars or not.

To refrain from bearing children because of possible 
war is logically part of a broader attitude, so extreme as to 
be absurd. War is not the only vicissitude that man must 
face. Actually, other vicissitudes kill or otherwise bring 
disaster to more persons than does war. If bearing chil- 
dren be avoided because of anticipation of war it should as 
logically be avoided in anticipation of any other unfortunate 
fate. It would be an extraordinary point of view for a 
woman to say, “I will not bear a child unless I am assured 
that that child can live long, be happy and in all respects 
have the kind of life I wish him to have.”. That is asking 
much of fate.

@ BUT WHY DWELL on the oe point of view. Actually, 
it does not exist. Women who say they hold it are self-deceived. 
I doubt very much if the women who in say the year 1923 re- 
frained from having children and thereby contributed to a low 
American birth rate did so because of anticipation that Amer- 
ica in 1943 would be involved in a war, in which the sons they 
did not bear might be killed had they been born. I think the 
women who refrained from bearing children had other motives 
or were influenced by other conditions.

These personal motives and these social and economic 
conditions call for study—and for remedy. All that is said 
here is confined to one point. We are at war with an enemy, 
Japan, which regards the war as one for racial survival, to 
be carried on as long as necessary. In any such war the 
nation or race whose mothers are fruitful will survive, the 
other not.

@IN SLOWLY descending spirals we gradually get down to 
fundamentals in this war. At one time we said lend-lease would 
win the war—we need only be the arsenal of democracy. Later, 
airplanes would win the war; later, food. Finally, we realize 
that if the war is as long as Japan intends it to be more babies 
will win the war. In any event, it is already a certainty that 
our capacity to fight and produce materials is limited right now 


by our man power, and our man power is less than it would be 
had we not had a low birth rate during some decades past. 

We honor, properly, women who wear certain uniforms— 
the Wacs, the Waves, the Spars. But we had better learn to 
honor also women who wear another uniform—a wedding dress, 
followed in due course and with sufficient frequency by a ma- 
ternity gown.

Wacs on the Job in

NORTH AFRICA (by Wireless). 


HIS is a short series about 
T the Wacs’ in Africa. There 

aren’t so very many of them 
over here so far. The ones who are 
here are a sort of test tube, but 
they are working out so well that 
many others undoubtedly will be 
coming along to reinforce them. 

There is a distressing shortage 
There are only 60,000 of 
them altogether, and I’m told the 
Air Forces alone would like to have 
300,000. If you happen to have 
240,000 potential Wacs around the 
house, would you please let us 
know? 

There are fewer than 300 Wacs 
in North Africa. All of them live 
in a big headquarters city. They 
are not dodging bullets, not living 
in foxholes, not blood-and-gutsing 
around at any front, as some of 
the more romantic pieces written 
about them seem to intimate. They 
are, in fact, living not very différ- 
ently from what they would (Gn 
gpervice at home. 

The first Wacs over there were 
five Captains, on very special 
confidential work, who arrived 
last December after being torpe- 
doed on the way. These five, by 
the nature of their work, are sep- 
arate from the regular Wac unit 
and live together in a villa. Since 
then four other Wac officers have 
come for similar duty. 

An example is Lieut. Sarah Ann 
Bagby, who is confidential secre- 
tary to Lieut. Gen. “Tooey” Spaatz. 
Lieut. Bagby, incidentally, is the 
eleventh member of her family to 
go into uniform. A graduate of 
the University of Missouri, her 
home town is New Haven, Mo., but 
for thé past three years she 
worked in St. Louis as a private 
secretary. 

Now -to the bulk of the Wacs. 
There is one full company here— 
274 women, including five officers. 
They arrived Jan, 26. They aren’t 
scattered around Africa; they are 
all concentrated in one city. 

Half of them live in a‘ requisi- 
tioned five-story office building. 
Street cars, busses and Army ve- 
hicles flow past their door con- 
stantly. From their rooftop you 
look right down upon the city and 
its harbor—it’s one of the most 
striking views I ever saw. 

The other half live in a convent 
just on the edge of the city. They 
have taken over about half of the 
convent, and the girls live in huge 
rooms little different from college 
dormitories. Their quarters sur- 
round a crushed-stone patio with 
an ancient well in the middle. It 
all-looks like a picture out of the

Middle Ages. It’s one of the most 
peaceful places I have ever seen. 

There are five women officers 
to run the company—two captains 
and three lieutenants. One of 
the five is a doctor. The officers 
call the girls either by their 
rank or by their last name only. 
First names are never used. De- 
spite these formalities there seems 
to be a gentler exchange of person- 
alities between WAC officers and 
girls than between officers and 
men in the Army. 

Some WAC officers are grim and 
severe. One of these might dis- 
miss an auxiliary from her pres- 
ence with a stiff and chilling 
“That’s all, Holmes,” while an- 
other officer would perform the 
same mission by saying, “Get the 
hell.out of here, Holmes, you rat,” 
in a manner that would send the 
girl off singing to herself for an 
hour. : 

One very fine officer I know 
indulges in morale-building horse- 
play that would probably shock 
the Articles of War right out of 
their covers—such as returning an 
extremely snappy salute with a 
snappier one that resembles a 
baseball pitcher’s windup. 

The Wacs have conducted them- 
selves beautifully over here. Nat- 
urally one has a sip too much of 
wine now and then, or stays out 
past hours in the moonlight, but 
on the whole their conduct would 
more than meet the approval of 
any fair-minded person. 

The Wacs, like everybody else, 
are subject to many rumors, This

to dispel one of the vicious ones. 
It has been whispered about town 
that 25 per cent of the Wacs have 
been sent home. That is a genu- 
ine libel. Only four Wacs have 
been sent back, and they were 
older women who simply couldn’t 
make the psychological adjust- 
ment to being so far from home. 

Actually the Wacs are neither 
prissies nor toughies, but just 
nice natural girls the same as they 
would be back home.

OND mothers of Wacs in Africa 

may have visions of their poor 

little girls all alone over here 
in this big bad world fighting 
off olive-skinned rogues with one 
hand and lions and snakes with 
the other. 

They needn’t worry. The girls 
are perfectly safe. The city they 
are in is as modern, though in a 
European way, as cities back 
home. . Thousands of French wom- 
en and girls, dressed just as Amer- 
icans dress, crowd the streets at 
all hours. There are American 
Army nurses, and British nurses, 
WAAFs, WRENs and ATS girls, 
and five different kinds of French 


service girls in uniform. 

There is the thrill of being in 
the midst of vital things here, 
without the drawbacks of either 
physical danger or spiritual peril. 

‘Our Wacs do about a dozen 
kinds of work here. It takes a 
couple of dozen to run their own 
two barracks, their three messes 
and their headquarters. They are 
proud of being a_ self-contained 
unit, requiring no help from any- 
body. They even repair their own 
stoves. 

Five of the others are car driv- 
ers, and the rest work in offices. 
They serve as secretaries, typists, 
draughtsmen, phone operators, and 
mail sorters. They get up and “go 
to the office” just as though they 
were on civilian jobs back home. 

There are six Wacs in General 
Eisenhower's office. There are 30 
in the Adjutant General’s office, 11 
in the Judge Advocate’s office, 14 
in Civil Affairs, The Signal Corps 
has 50 running switchboards and 
teletypes and deciphering code 
messages. And since there are no 
Waves over here, two Wacs are 
working for the Navy!

AMILY wash is done by a dic- 

tator who holds the power of 

clean linen or unclean linen 
over you. She must be appeased 
or else she will announce some day 
she is through, and then where 
will you be? For washwomen to- 
day are as critical war material as 
rubber, tin or copper. 

Washwomen no longer come to 
you; you must go to them, regard- 
less of transportation restrictions. 
Acceptance of an invitation now 
depends on how close your hosts 
live to your washwoman and 
whether you can keep engage- 
ments with both on the same trip. 

The average washwoman resents 
what is known as a “heavy wash.” 
She will not be impressed with the 
argument that last week’s was a 
light one. It is essential, therefore, 
that one week’s wash should bulk 
no larger than another week's 
wash, A serious problem is created 
if a father’s soiled pajamas are 
left hanging on the closet door, 
so that next week’s wash will in- 
clude two pairs instead of one. 

A house guest creates a serious 
wash problem since that means 
extra sheets, an extra bath towel 
and a face towel. All of these items 
should not be crowded into a sin- 
gle week's wash but worked off 
gradually in the hope the wash- 
woman will not discover them. But 
if she is a good mathematician 
it may be safer to ask house 
guests to take them home to their 
own washwoman and mail them

back laundered in lieu of a bread 
and butter letter. 


From the smudges on white 
shirts, dresses and other garments 
it sometimes would appear that 
washwomen deliberately hang the 
wash where the atmosphere is 
the thickest; or that, in removing 
it from the line, they brushed 
against the henhouse. But it would 
never do to mention such blem- 
ishes since washwomen are sensi- 
tive and temperamental. It is to 
be hoped that since the garments 
give evidence of having been 
freshly ironed, the public will as- 
sume that they also have been 
washed. 


It is an axiom that in hot 
weather more clean clothes are 
needed than in cold weather. But 
this truth is - not accepted by 
washwomen who, so far as their 
work is concerned, regard the 
thermometer as always being con- 
stant, The best way to avoid con- 
troversy is, in hot weather, to 
spend as much time as possible in 
bathing suits and to remain in bed 
over weekends. 

It is important to maintain the 
morale of washwomen by praising 
their handiwork. This should be 
done even if, during the perform- 
ance, you have to hold your hand 
over a scorched spot or conceal 
the safety pin that is keeping your 
shirtwaist together where the but- 
ton was froned off.

phone switchboard from a soldier, 
efficiency goes up about a thou- 
sand per cent. If there is one 
single thing the male species does 
with complete confusion and in- 
competence it’s running a switch- 
board. 


The mail section is another ex- 
ample of women doing a job better 
than soldiers can. There are 66 
Wacs in the delayed-mail section— 
mail that for some reason or other 
is not immediately deliverable, and 
the addresses have to be tracked 
down. This is confining and tedious 
work. You have to sit all day, and 
you’ become practically an _ inter- 
national business machine. Wach 
of these girls is now doing the 
work of four G. I. soldiers whom 
they replaced, the big bumble- 


fingers. 
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HERE are a number of Wacs 
Tin: the Planning Section, and 

these are cognizant of the most 
vitally secret information. They 
are good tongue-holders. Their of- 
ficers tell me that soldiers who 
have dates with Wacs are always 
confessing to them where they are 
going next, but that the girls are 
mum as though they were talking 
to German spies. 

Of the five girls who are drivers, 
two drive trucks. In England it’s 
a common sight to see a whole big 
military convoy driven by women, 
but we haven’t reached that stage 
yet. The two truck drivers work 
mostly in the city, but they have 
made cross-country trips of several 
hundred miles hauling supplies. 

Both of these drivers are former 
schoolteachers, and one holds a 
master’s degree. She is Idel An- 
derson of San Francisco. She 
taught history in Reno. She loves 
it over here. In fact she has 
definitely decided to come back 
after the war and stay a while. 

The other schoolmarm who 
wheels a big truck. is Dorothy 
Gould, of Dos Palos, Cal. Both of 
these girls wear Army coveralls, 
but both of them are feminine and 
there is nothing truck-driverish 
about them except their ability. 

The five officers of the WAC 
company live in barracks with the 
girls but have separate rooms. The 
company commander is Capt. 
Frances Marquis, of New York, 
who is 46 and married and did 
promotion publicity work. 

Second in, command is Capt. 
Evelyn Burke Nicholson, of 4032 
Utah street, St. Louis. She is 29, 
married, and has her own law 
practice in St. Louis.

T this vacation time of year, every failroad line from the Cross 
Country Commando to the Mudville Morning Milk Shake cus- 
tomarily puts on a campaign addressed to would-be summer 
travelers.

WE FEEL, in a modest sort of way, that after 20,000 miles of 
train travel since Pearl Harbor—for which we wear’a small service 
ribbon in one lapel—that we qualify as the Burton Holmes of the 
rails, and as such, we are perfectly willing to issue a statement to 
anyone contemplating non-essential train travel this summer. The 
statement is, briefly, “You'll be sorry.” 


Lucky are they who don’t get around much any more, but unless 
you have taken a train trip in the last year you might not realize 
how true that is. Along with the whitening hair and seersucker 
seamed brows of station agents, there have been other changes in 
railroading, and practically a complete revision of all travel etiquette, 
Even that basic bit of motherly advice, “Don’t talk to strange men 
on trains” has taken its place in the glossary of ye olde tyme remarkes, 
along with “Won’t you have another cup of coffee?” After all, it 
seems a bit unfriendly and stuffy not to strike up a conversation with 
someone after you’ve been sitting on his lap for the past 300 miles.

trains of today; you may have to stand in the aisle. Or, if you were 
lucky enough to be waiting at the gate an hour before train time and 
are fleet of foot and devoid of all human pity, you may have a seat 
and someone sitting on your lap.

ALONG WITH laying them in the aisles, wartime trains also serve 
up a daily diet of mashed passengers in the diner. A few holds are 
barred in the race to this chamber of horrors, Little kicking is done, 
the shoe situation being what it is, but most of the other striving, 
seeking, longing, waiting, and face pushing techniques are permis- 
sible.

Am I lazy and pampering myself by sleeping until 8? Miss

Some persons require more sleep than others. To play safe, 
try to get at least six hours and preferably eight, even though 
you feel that you could get along with less. The body needs this 
period of rest and recuperation. 

For most restful sleep, your bedroom should be cool and 
well ventilated, yet without drafts even on warm nights. The 
bed should be comfortable, and blankets should be warm and not 
too heavy. In summer, some light covering may be desirable on 
all but the hottest nights. The bed should be freshly made, by 
removing all the bed clothes down to the mattress, and not care- 
lessly pulled back in place. 

If you have a headache on waking in the morning, you may 
have slept too long in one position, or the room may be.stuffy, or 
there may be a light glare. If the sun comes in your window 
long before it’s time to get up, you might try one of those black 
eye-shields to cut out the light. 

If you have trouble falling asleep, try to find out why. A 
bedtime snack or coffee or heavy bedclothes or uncomfortable 
bed may be keeping you awake. 

If you habitually have difficulty falling asleep, don’t start 
taking sleeping pills every night, but ask your doctor what to do.

HERE are few things to 
T compare with a boat trip on 

the Mississippi on a hot Sat- 
urday night. If there are, I 
can’t seem to think of them. 
The gentle, cooling breezes from 
the air-conditioning system, the

é6 HE onion tops are falling 
T over, my cucumbers are 
turning yellow, and what 
should I do about sweet potatoes 
making new roots?” The wording 
changes, but those are the prob- 
lems that are worrying many St. 
Louis gardeners now. I wil] try 
to give you some of the answers. 


There are as many ideas on how 
to dry and cure onions as on possi- 
ble points for a second front in- 
vasion. And for victory for our 
onion crops, it is just as important 
to follow the advice of the experts. 
One first-time gardener boasted of 
his strategy in completely covering 
the onion bulbs with soil. “That’s 
at least one job done,” he remarked, 
“T won’t have to think about the 
onions again until we want them 
for the kitchen.” 

Tt have grave doubts that he will 
have onions for his kitchen, It 
seems logical to cover them but it 
is against the rules. As the onion 
bulb fills out, it pushes itself. up 
through the soil. Gradually then, 
the greenery begins to topple and 
dry. Growing time is just about 
completed but ripening is just be- 
ginning. That’s important if our 
onions are to be properly cured 
for storing. The bulbs should be 
somewhat exposed so that they will 
ripen, and form a dry outer skin. 
The sap will come down from the 
leafage and the plumbing system 
that pumped nutrients and water 
back and forth from roots to 
leaves, will be plugged up. The 
bulb will then “set”; that’s what 
we want, 

Now let’s walk through your op 
ion rows - look over the situa- 
tion. Too bad, you should have 
snipped off that seed shoot when 
‘it was small. Snip it off when the 
greenery is not more than six 


inches high and the thick center 


shoot is just beginning to come up 
and that onion plant could not 
have developed a seed stalk or a 
“thick neck.” Pull fully grown on- 
ions .that have developed seed 
stalks and use them first. They 
won't store successfully. 


Yes, the greens are starting to 
droop to the ground and the on- 
ions have pushed up to show the 
good-sized bulbs that have devel- 
oped. Gently, so that you don’t 
break the stems, push the green 
down, all along the rows, 

The bulbs should not be much ex- 
posed above the soil. If they are 
too exposed they will be sunburned 
and that’s all against good keeping 
quality. Here and there along the 
row, I'd suggest using the hoe to 
bring a little loose, dry soil around 
the onions. 


It doesn’t look as though we are 
in for a spell of warm rainy weath- 
er so I don’t think we will have to 
worry about the onions developing 
new roots or starting to rot in 
the ground. But just in case a 
continued spell of rainy weather 
should come along, you will want 
to have this hint in your note- 
book. When the onions are in the 
drying stage it is better to pull 
them than have them water logged 
in soaking soil.

possible containers for drying the 
onions, once you have pulled them, 
You can, if you wish, braid the 
dried greenery and hang the 
“braids” over a rafter in the ga- 
rage or in any airy, warm place. 
Or you can snip off the dried 
leafage and lay the onions in the 
boxes, bushel _ baskets or such. 
Don’t pile them up on top of each 
other. It is important that the air 
circulate around them until they 
are thoroughly “cured.” After a 
few weeks, you can store them in 
open mesh bags or the slatted 
wood boxes in a cool dry place. 
The onions show good sense in 
pushing up through the soil; we 
can follow their direction in caring 
for them. But the sweet potatoes 
have a natura] habit that’s bad for 
meeting our production quotas. 
Let’s walk between the ridges and 
lift up one of those luxurlantly 
green vines. Do you notice how 
rootlets are formed at the leaf

Crab grass and chickweed sprang 
up under the sweet potato foliage 
in our garden, It took a good half 
hour of hand weeding to clear 
them out of two 20-foot rows. You 
have to be careful, weeding close 
to the main stem, for the roots 
start quite shallowly and should 
not be disturbed more than neces- 
sary. I did a thorough job, so I 
don’t think I'll have any “on hand 
and knees” work during the next 
cultivating time. 

Several calls in the past few days, 
prove that the cucumber plants and 
some of their relatives in the 
squash and melon family, are be- 
ing attacked by powerful enemies, 
The hardy, well-developed plants 
turn yellow almost overnight and 
quickly wither and dry. I don't 
mean just a bit of wilting after a 
hot day—that may be only natural 
thiratiness. The root system of the 
curcubit family tends to be quite 
compact and shallow so that fre- 
quent watering is helpful in hot 
dry weather. Once a week, a heavy 
soaking is best for most vege- 
tables, but the curcubits prefer a 
good-sized drink every evening. 

If you notice that the whole vine 
is turning yellow and withering, 
the plant is most probably suffer- 
ing from bacterial wilt. This dis- 
ease is carried by those common 
insect enemies, the striped and the 
spotted cucumber beetles. Rote- 
none dust is your best bet to kill 
off the beetles and prevent the 
spread of the disease. A Bordeaux 
spray or dust, used in the propor- 
tions suggested by the manufac- 
turers, is also helpful. 

A test for the disease is to cut 
through the stem and press your 
finger against the cut end. Slowly 
withdraw your finger and the juice 
will string out, something like 
raw rubber. Otherwise it is a 
watery liquid. Judge for yourself 
from the facts, and if your plants 
are diseased, pull them out and 
burn them to prevent spread of the 
infection.

A sardine appetizer is a pleasant 
little tid-bit for a man to prepare 
as a sort of advance guard for his 
dinner. For eight servings, mix 
three heaping tablespoonsful of 
mayonnaise and a _ tablespoonful 
of lemon juict and then stir in a 
cupful of mashed sardines (or 
any similar packaged fish) and 
then season with some fine minced 
pimentos, some chopped olives or 
a pickled mushroom or two. Salt 
and pepper to taste.

For each serving make a plece 
of toast, spread with this mix- 
ture, trim off the edges of the 
toast. Garnish with some stuffed 
or ripe olives, celery, radishes 
or anything appropriate, or no 
garnish at all. This serves as a 
first course. It is an excellent 
appetizer.

@ COMES NOW the dish which 
is pinch hitting for roast beef— 
for eight, we start out by hard 
boiling a dozen eggs—figuring 
three halves per serving. Peeled, 
they are cut in halves cross-wise, 
the yolks removed, mashed and 
mixed with a bit of mayonnaise, 
mustard, salt and pepper and 
stuffed back where they came 
from. Now, we take a flat earth- 
enware baking dish, about two 
inches deep, butter it well, then 
set the eggs in the dishg filling in 
the empty spaces with a mixture 
of half a cup of crab meat and 
shrimp mixed, or half a cup of 
either one—plus a number one can 
of mushrooms sliced and sauteed 
in a little butter. 

With these oddments set to one 
side to rest for a moment, we 
make a Mornay sauce to serve 
as a bianket for the dish—for this 
we grasp Our sauce pan, cook to- 
gether three tablespoons of butter 
and three of flour to which we stir 
in a large cup of rich milk and a 
cup of grated cheese and a table- 
spoonful of onion juice and an- 
other of minced parsley. With a 
dash of pepper and a pinch of salt, 
we are on the way and stirring 
steadily, cook this sauce until it 
thickens. 

Over the eggs and accompani- 
ments, we pour our Mornay sauce, 
covering the entire surface. Then 
a few dashes of paprika to pro- 
vide a note of red, and into a hot 
oven for about 10 minutes. If by 
then the top is not nicely light 
brown, have the broiler ready and 
give it a final moment of top-heat. 
And then—to the table for immedi- 
ate service. Nothing more is 
needed with this course, though if 
a wine is planned, it should be 
dry and white, or if bottled beer is 
preferred, it should be pale, dry 
and cold.

(Service for one.) 

Two ounces dry gin, one lemon, 
one teaspoon powdered sugar, 
charged water or soda. 

Cut the lemon in half; then cut 
a thin slice from the center, which 
will be used as the fruit decoration 
of the drink. Squeeze balance of 
lemon into tall glass (there should 
be two tablespoons of juice), add 
sugar and gin. Drop in about 
three ice cubes and pour charged 
water or soda into glass to within 
half inch of the top, stirring con- 
stantly while adding the water. 
Decorate with lemon slice which 
appears half way down on the side 
of the glass. 


GIN FIZZ. 


" (Service for one.) 

Two ounceg of dry gin, juice of 
half a lemon, one teaspoon pow- 
dered sugar, charged water or soda. 

Put gin, lemon juice (about one 
tablespoon) and powdered sugar 
into a cocktail shaker with cracked 


ice and shake thoroughly. Strain 
into eight-ounce high-ball glass. 
Fill glass with thoroughly chilled 
charged water or soda as no ice is 
to be served in this drink. 


SILVER FIZZ, 
(Service for one.) 

Follow directions for plain fizz, 
adding the white of one egg to 
cocktail shaker along the balance 
of ingredients. 


GIN RICKEY. 
(Service for one.) 

Two ounces dry gin, juice of one 
lime, charged water or soda. 

Drop two cubes of ice into an 
eight-ounce high-ball glass. Squeeze 
juice of lime over ice and drop one- 
half of the rind into the glass. Add 
gin and fill glass with charged wa- 
ter or soda. Note: Use the small 
limes for this drink, 
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THEN THERE ARE the very 
popular rum drinks which you 
probably have some knowledge of. 
Atlantic City was famous for these 
long cooling drinks and the Board- 
walk hotels outdid themselves in 
turning out the best. 


PLANTERS PUNCH. 


(Service for one.) 

Two ounces Jamaica rum, juice 
of half a lemon, one teaspoon pow- 
dered sugar, fruit, two tablespoons 
port wine. 

Shake first three ingredients in 
cocktail shaker with cracked ice. 
Strain into goblet containing finely 
eracked ice. Decorate with any 
fruit in season such as pineapple, 


in hand-painted effects. HEng- 
lish garden flowers in natural 
colors are favorites.

HERE IS AN Alpine favorite— 
a “one-piece” meal of delightful 
flavor—but make sure you have 
one main ingredient—the serb 
savory. If your garden cannot pro- 
vide it, buy a small package at 
any spice and herb counter. This 
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Get a small shoulder of lamb. 
Remove the bones. Roll it and 
then brown slightly. Cover with 
broth of hot water and cook gen- 
tly. 

When the meat begins to be 
tender, add string beans, young 
and crisp. Also a pinch or two 
of sayory or a few sprigs of green 
savory leaves. Keep skimming off 
all the fat which comes to the top. 

When the beans are done, thick- 
en the broth slightly with butter 
and flour. Add a bit more savory 
if you like. Check for salt and 
pepper. 

Serve meat, beans and sauce all 
in one bowl. Cut the meat into 
portions before serving, if you 
like. Some cooks add some diced 
raw potatoes half an hour before 
cooking is complete. Others serve 
potatoes as a separate dish. And 
for dessert, cheese and fruit. Defi- 
nitely, the accompanying beverage 
is cold, rich milk.

Cleanliness—thorough washing—is most important 
in the freezing process for preserving foods. This is 
true because in this process the food is not always 
sterilized, and even when it is in the early stages 
of the process, the remaining steps contain no steri- 
lizing procedure. Use fruits or vegetables in their 
prime eating condition and be careful that the food 
is not permitted to wilt before the freezing begins. 
Vegetables should always be steamed or blanched. 
After this step the vegetable should be chilled in 
cold water before the freezing procedure is begun. 
Fruits may be packed whole, they may be sliced or 
chopped or crushed. . Fruits do not require blanch- 
ing or steaming treatment when this method of pre- 

rving is used. The pholograph shows frozen foods, 
packed in moisture-proof pasteboard containers, be- 
ing placed in a food locker. The drawing describes 
how a food is placed in a container before going to 
a locker. Foods should be taken to the locker as
